edifice shall be erected on the f undations which we lay. I believe that these An- 
naal Conterences 8hould be Conferences in fuct, that the work should be thouroughly 
gne int) 10 accordance with the just and comprehensive and fundamental prinet- 
ples of Slutnul Right, 80 that our experience and judgement may be combined in tle 
intercst of the whole work, and that siInlarity.in administration of affairs in the sev- 
eral Sub-Districts and that intimate communion and mutual sympathy with one an— 
other secured ' wiich our rules were designed to provide. We must know euch other. 
We must love each other. To meet these domands we must lay aside, to a certain ex- - 
tent. rec: ve, and meet each other frankly, without the fear of hurting 8omebody*s 
f:e;1ngs.”

:nembers who can be said to be regular attendants eit her at S. S. or the regular preac] - 
ng $ervices. The tew, however, who may be 80 designated, are rarely ever abzert 
. from the Sunday School or the morning service. The Sunday evening ecrVices ure. 
slimly attended. The faithfuluess of the pastor deserves more consideratio2 on the 
part of the members. 
The Y. P.S. C. E. stIl flourishes, but I am afraid 1t overlooks that part of the 
pledge which says *for the church, 9 if it does not read It, ©For Christ and the Scct- 
(ty. I The Jr. Society under the Superintendence of Mrs. Kojima asssted by om: of 
the youngladies, is largely attended. 
* The South Nagoya Mission, under the chai ge Rev. U. G. Murphy, has had a 
ovod Su nday Sch. ol attendance, and since about the middle of the year, two theo- . 
logical gtudents have been axsisting. and preaching services have been conducted 
on Sunday evenings. 

Okoshi and Inaza wa, attached last Couference to Na agoya Mission Station, haye 
been faithfully served by Bro.

During the year FIVE New Preaching Places hzve been cpened. Hat rimure:— 
large but s0mewhat scattered village located in a very fertile valley two and a halt 
cr three miles west of the city and beyond the great Abe river. Kambare:- A large 
town of over ten thousand inhabitants directly on the R. R. and uineteen miles from 
the city. This place from times of old has had a bad reputation, and 1 fear 

can not even now be said to have much improved; thus al! the more it nceds the Gos- 
pel. Matsunc:- This town of many thousand souls lies in a «mall plain beyond the 
mountains 24 miles «way. Nineteen miles by rail and five on foot over rough muun- 
tain paths brings us to this quiet country town completely encircled by a mcuntain 
chain. About seven months ago the Gospel was for the first time preached 1 in this 
place. Now there are eight baptized Christians. Agetsuchi:—- A !arge vil'age three 
miles east of the city. In this place, however, no definite work has been undertaken. 
Umeyacho:- A chapel here in the «ity located on one the chiet thoroughfares. Thi> 
makes our tvtal number of appointments ter, three in connection with the Shidzuck: 
Mis1on Station, and «even 1n connection with the Shidzeoka Mixsion Ciraut. 

AJthough the Conference only appointed to this Suk-District two workers, v1z., Rev. 
I. Inanuma and the chairmau, much valuable s8ervice has been rendered by Mr. 
Hattori, an Evangelist in the hands of the President, and Mr. Kuzzumi,my person- 
al teacher in the language, whose ob'ect and desire 1s to pre pare Lin'self for the 
Christian Miustry. 

Since the word of God standeth sure, saying, *My word +hall 1.ot return ut to 
me void,” we are confident in hope that the harvest is not far away. Yea in- 
deed, already the fields are beginning to whiten. May Gcd continne his blessing 
upon the seed 8owing and at the same time make us faithin] and ekilful reup2rs 
is our humble and daily prayer.

YOKOHAMA $SUB-DISTRICT, CHAIRMAN'S REPORT. 


In the Yokohama Sub-District we have not been exempt from the general dizad- 
vantayes that have attended Missionary work in Japan during the past year. And tn 
addition to this local difficulties have seemingly hindered our "work and dwafſel our 
forces. Yet, notwithstanding all these barriers that have necexsarily retarded progrcss, 
it 18 oratifying to know that some real progress has been made. 

YOKOHAMA MISSION STATION:- The past year has bcen one of peculiar disedvan- 
tage on this charge. Several of the most active members having removed their plz ces 


of residence from Yokohama, the Church has been deprived of their assistance. 
| Moreover in accordance with a rule pasxed last Conference, it was found that a wum- 


ber of the names had to be striken from the Church Register. The pruning process 
did not come any too 800n, and though reducing the Class Roll nearly one half, it has 
been a clipping off of dead limbs which have been accumulating for a number of 


_ years,and preparing the live branches to bring forth more and better fruit. 


But the year's work has not been entirely taken up with pruning, for thro»gh 
prayer and earnest effort, Pastor Hata and his faithful parishioners have added 14 
new names to the membership of the church.

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Besidex preaching some 50 sermons and making over 200 pastoral calls during th 
year, the pastor has looked after the various interests of the church and taught « 
class in the Sunday Sehool. 

The C. E. Soc. has taken charge of the mid-week prayer services this year, with 
fairly good resuits. The Sunday School is growing 1n interest. 

All things cousidered, Pastor Hata and his people are to be congratulated and com- 
mended for the faithful manner in which they have pressed forward during the year 
in the face of difficulties and disccuragements. 

NoRTH YOKOHAMA M13SION: — In acccrdance with the instructions of Iast 
Conterence Pastor "Tan ra, a8 800N.

(E) It shall be his duty to counsel and comfort the workers 
under his jurisdiction; but if he-deem it NECESSITY: ne may ad- 
monish and reprove. 

(F) In the event of dithculty arrising am >nZ tac worgers on 
the field, where others methods of settlement are not provid- 

ed in the Discipline, the President shall be the arbitrator. 
(G) In the event of his being informed of the neglect cf duty, 
or the misconduct of any one serving in any way under the au-

applicable to the case are not prescribed in the Discipline, the 
 President shall have authority to disp>se of the case; provided 
the right of appeal shall in every such instance be maintained.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 


DEAR BRETHREN :— Since we last met in annual sess1on, another year 
has passed, seemingly more rapidly than any of its predecessors. But the 
favor of God has rested upon us. We have been graciously blessed with 
the privilege of sowing the seeds of truth, a work that we have done more 
extensively than ever belſore, and I believe that when reports have been 
made and the figures tabulated, we shall see a cons1derable gain in the 
number of names which have been added to our church registers during the 
year. to say nothing of the more important results which it is impossible to 
tabulate, but which in this instance are none the less real and will be more 
and more apparent as the years go by. 

Soon aſter our last sess1o0n, Rev. H. L. Layman, from the North Illinois 
Conference, arrived on the neld. Bro. Layman brings with him a letter of 
transfer to this Conference. With him also came Bro. ]. P. Richardson, of 
the state of Ohio, U. S. A. Bro. Layman has been appointed by the Board 
of Missions Dean of the Theological Seminary, and Bro. Richardson, who 
came out as a teacher, has also been appointed President of the College. 

During the year we have purchased a very desirable piece of ground in 
the city of Yokohama for a Night School and work with young men and for 
m1ss1o0naries' residences, and have just reccived authority to proceed to 
build. There is not sufficient money in hand to complete the work, but we 
trust the Master will put it into the hearts of His stewards to speedily sup- 
ply what is lacking. 

The foundations of the First Methodist Protestant Church in Nagoya 
have just been laid the frame set up and the roof is now nearly completed. 
| The Board has also made an appropriation for the erection of a house of 
worship at Matsuno, in Shizuoka Sub-District. 

It is desirable that the College and Theological Seminary should each 
have the hearty support of this Conference. Our Schools and Theological 
Seminaries are the right and left wings, while the pulpit constitutes the 
center of the great army which is battling for God and humanity. It there- 
lore 8eems well that the College and Seminary should each be made a 
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department of the Conference work. After an extended consideration of 


the subject and numerous conferences with brethren, I have draſted a con- 
stitution for the government of each of these institutions which will be 
Submitted to this Conſerence for consideration, and, if approved, or as ap- 
proved, forwarded to the Board of Missions for its sanction. 

It gives me pleasure to inform you that the Kansas City University to 
which this Conference made a subeription last year, will be opened this fall. 
The corner stone was laid during the recent session of our General Con- 
ſerence, and the work of building is now actively progressing. 

The General Conference met in Kansas City in May last. No action 
directly affecting the work in Japan has been reported. 

Yokahama First Church has tor some time paid its current expenses, 
except ground rent and,insurance. »wince last March it has paid the salary 
of its assistant pastor. And Nagoya First Church has paid one third of its 
pastor's salary for the past 81x months. I call this a practical solution of 
the problem of seif-support. 

During the year the W. F. M. S. Bible woman's work, under the 
sUperintendence of Miss Lawrence, has been enlarged and greatly improved. 
She has not yet at command either means or workers to supply the de- 
mands of the field, but I am sure every one of us prays earnestly that the 
Master will speedily put it into the hearts of His people to supply the 
means for this important work, and that He will send workers into the 
field already 80 white unto the harvest. This division of our forces, tho 
organically independent, and also the Girls' School in Yokohama are 
both being conducted on a high plane, and are working most earnestly ſor 
the building up of our beloved Zion. With their help, we are preaching 
and teaching the Gospel in 37 places. 

Our Rules of Order have been printed and any one not supplied can get 
a copy from the Secretary. | 

The New Hymnal recently 1s8sued by the Methodist Publishing House 1s 
a Superior book. Most of our Churches and Chapels are already using it. 
And I would suggest that this Conference formally adopt the book, Permis- 
s!0n for which the publishers have very kindly granted us. 

We ought to report our work more freely in the Gokyo, and ought to 
endeavor to increase the circulation of that paper, the more 80 because it 
is one of the few really Christian papers published in Japan. 

The Board of Missions at its recent sess1o0n made appropriations Sut- 
ficient to economically meet the requirements of the work during next year. 
Unless the unusual stringency in money matters in America prevents the 
collection of ſunds, food and raiment and houses for ourselves and families 
are thus as$ured. The work is certainly in the best condition and the 
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prospects are the brightest I have seen since coming to Japan, We may 
well take courage, and with thankful hearts to them who supply our 
temporal wants, and faith in Him for whose glory we work, look to next 
year as having in store for us great joy in His service and enlarged success 
in winning, Souls to Christ. 

I have devoted most of my time to the College and Seminary work. To 
undertake to tabulate either in figures or words all that I have done would 
have too much of the flavor ot seli-praise even 1f it were possible to do $0. 
I have been diligently engaged, and am satisfied that every member of this 
Conference who knows my habits, as most of you do, has no doubt of the 
truth of this statement. 

It is my painful duty to mention a matter already known to you all. 
I reſer to the sad death of Secretary Coulbourn. He was away from home 
at work for this Conſerence when he was suddenly taken ill, and died at the 
home of a stranger before any of his own family were able to reach his 
bed-side. Thus his name was added to a long and growing list of those 
who have given themselves for Japan. Hitherto no action with reference 
to this matter has been taken, in order that we might all together unite at 
this Conſerence in rightly commemorating this sad event.

Your Committee on the Joint Management cf the Gokyo, respectfully 
Submit the following as their report : the same having been prepared by a 
committee appointed by the Gokyo Board, as a report of its work to the va- 
rious Conferences cooperating in the enterprise.

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THE *© GOKYO ” BOARD. 


Your committee in connection with the management of the Gokyo ſeel 
much gratified in presenting the report of the Board for the fiſth year of its 
nublication. Not that we leel the paper has come up to the ideal we cher- 
ished for it as a religious publication of this class, but because in view of the 
reduction of a fraction over 25 per cent in the subscription pr:ce of the paper, 
together with the general rise in the cost of living during the year, making 
it more difficult for many of our patrons to continue their subscriptions, we 
have been able to close the year without financial embarrassment. While 
Some items of expenditure have been a trifle more than last year, others 
have been less, 80 that we were gratified to find a difference of only 52 sen 
in the total cost as compared with last year. The statistical table shows 
6g new subscribers but a loss of 34 who ceased to renew and 42 whose 'pa- 
pers were stopped for lailure to pay. This has been a cause tor regret since 
the reduced price ought to have been an encouragement to our patrons to 
remain with us. The members of the Board feel that a healthier and 
Stronger sentiment ought to' prevail in all our churches on the subject of the 
necessity of ediſyins our members through the agency of a vigorous and 
Spiritual organ such as the Gokyo may become by a lively interest and 
earnest support from all pastors representing the Methodism of Japan. 

The Board by a deposit of 500 yen has secured from the Government the 
various privileges enjoyed by the secular papers of the Empire. This ar- 
rangement was effected in September last and we understand that other re- 
[1210us Journals are about to follow our example. 

We are happy to report the co-operation and financial assistance of our 
brethren of the Methodist Protestant Church whose enthusiasm 1n the case 
has greatly stimulated the management during the past year and we hope 
ere long to welcome the representatives of the Evangelical Association as 
well. | 

The Board is earnest in its request for a full and impartial criticism of all 
its efforts but we ask that all such be frank and well-ſounded. The aim of 
the church should be to give its membership what they need ſor spiritual 
edification (rather then merely what the thoughtless and immature reader 
might chance to desire) and in this we feel strongly that we should have the 
undivided sympathy and support of every pastor whose highest care 1s the 
welfare of human souls and may God show' us our duty and make it our 
highest Joy to build to His glory a spiritual household here in this land of 
the Rising Sun.

NAGOYA SUB-DISTRICT REPORT. 


My work as Chairman of this Sub-District has been very much circum- 
Scribed by my work 1n the School. 

The First Church, Nagoya, has been materially strengthened during the 
year, but more than half the members of this church are absent, having. 
moved to other localities, s0me to Shanghai, China, some to Tokyo, etc. 
The pastor has done a. very taithful pastoral work, and his sermons have 
been gospel sermons. Our new church 1s Just now well under way, and the 
impetus it will give to the work should be great. 

West Nagoya Mission Circuit, except Fushimicho, is in rather a poor 
condition. TInazawa appointment has had to be discontinued for some 
months for want of a house. The work at Okoshi seems hard. That 
whole section of one of the most fertile and thickly populated districts 1s 80 
thoroughly priest ridden as to make it very hard for Christianity to get a 
hold there. But we are not discouraged. 

South Nagoya Mission has had for a part of the year the pastor's entire 
time, and also the assistance of the theological students part of the time 
and his private teacher. Bros. Otsuka and Inanuma for some months have 
given each one night a month to this work, and since the middle of July 
Bro. Otsuka has preached once a weak at Damachi, during the pastor's 
*-absence. There is a large field here ſor evangelistic effort. I have not 
been able to learn of any other Christian work being done here in an area 
of s0me two hundred square miles of thickly populated ter: itory. The peo- 
ple seem much more simple minded and ready to hear the news of salva- 
tion than the people of many other districts. Three appointmen:s have 
been opened on this work, one quite recently. The section around the two 
older appointments has been 80 thoroughly worked that ercat results may 
be expected in due time. 
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Peninsula Mission has had services held in s1ix different villages. The 
pastor and his wile have done a fine work getting acquainted with the peo- 
ple and gaining their respect and confidence, This 1s a promising field, 
though much hard work will be necessary before results of any consequence 
will be seen. 

A great deal of credit is due to Miss Lawrence and the Bible women in 
this Sub-District. Their services among the women and children: and in 
the music and singing in the chapels and at the Sunday Schools are inval- 
uable. The only criticiscm to be made 1s that there are not enough of this 
class of workers, and that is not the fault of those on the field. 

For three weeks past Bro. Inanuma has preached every night, except re- 
gular appointments, two weeks 1n succession at Fushimicho and one week 
at Damachi. The congregations grew in numbers and attention. I am 
Sure great good was accomplished, and would most heartily commend this 
practice, Let us storm each kogtsho about once every three months with a 
Series of special meetings. oy

BIBLE DISTRIBUTION IN NAGOYA. 


In the spring ot 1895, the m1ss10naries residing in Nagoya, together with 
Some of the native workers, representing four denominations, resolved to 
undertake the work of putting one copy of a portion of God's Word into 
each oi the fifty thousand dwellings in this city. Dr. W. N. Whitney of 
the Scripture Union greatly encouraged and substantially aided this work. 
A representative working committee was appointed by the contributors to 
the project, fiity thousand copies of the four Gospels, twelve thousand five 
hundred of each, were specially ordered and printed for this work, the Bible 
Societies Agent making a reduction of 50% of the retail price. Systematic 
preparations were make to begin the work of distribution. A brief tract, 
introductory and explanatory, was printed and a copy of it put into each. 


portion of the Word. This tract singled out and called special attention to 


important passages. The committee held regular meetings, and the differ- 
ent phases of the work were ſully discuss8ed. Some Christian friends came 
to the meetings of the committee and made well meaning but discouraging 
Speeches, declaring the undertaking dangerous, and one Christian pastor 
predicted blood-shed as a consequence of stirring up Buddhist wrath by at- 
tempting a houge visitation and distribution. It was well known that a- 
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mong these two hundred thousand people, mostly Buddhists, two thousand 
Buddhist temples and five thousand priests, there would be 80me opPos1- 
tion ; but the committee did not hesitate. All were eventually surprised at 
the mildness of the opposition. The work was begun by presenting to the 
Marquis Tokugawa and four officials of Chokunin rank well bound copies of 
the whole Bible. Neat, well bound copies of the New Testament were 
presented to fiſty-four officials of Son rank, and to gendarmes and police 
Inspectors cheaper editions of the New Testament were given, and with 
each copy of the Bible and New Testament special letters of explanation 
were presented. With but one or two exceptions, the officials received the 
committee with great cordiality, and many of them seemed glad to inquire 
about Christian customs, etc. Portions oi the city adjacent to the respec- 
tive churches were apportioned to their workers, and the work of house to 
house visitation began. in some instances priests went in advance, of the 
workers and threatened the people if they should take copies of the Word. 
In other cases the distributors were closely followed and all the portions 
left were gathered up for destruction. In some cases doors were barred 1n 
the ſace of the workers. In one section, covering several blocks, of the 
most wealthy people of the city, an agreement was made that no one there 
would receive these portions of Scripture, and in some instances priests re- 
quired the people to sign documents to the same effect ; but no violence has 
taken place. From 2% to 40% of the offers made were refused. But the 
average will not exceed 4% or 5%. In many instances people appeared 
viad to get the Word, and instances of direct good are known to have lol- 
lowed this work. The s$pirit of inquiry has increased, and some persons 
thus found are now attending the churches. Some small, 1s0lated portions 
of the city still remain to be worked, but the main portion has been covered, 
and the remaining portions of the' Scriptures have been divided among the 
tour miss10ns represented,—the Presbyterian, Methodist Episcopal, Method- 
1st Protestant, and Church of England. 

Dome of the workers have met with rich experiences, and in this way a- 
lone the work has paid well. The borders of Zion have been enlarged and 
her bulwarks strengthened perceptibly in this city within the past twelve 
months to which good work the Distribution of Scripture Portions has un- 
doubtedly contributed no mean part. Much prayer has accompanied this 
work, and while we may never be able to tabulate results, sure 1t is that 
He who has made a definite promise as to the ſruitfulness of His Word will 
See to it that great results follow. Hundreds who would otherwise never 
have seen the true Word of God, have had at least one chance to read some 


oO! its truths, and have had the importance of the subject brought home to 
them, uy | | 
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To the end that those friends who have felt interested in this work may 
know what has been done, and in the hope that others into whose hand this 
writing may come will unite with us in Nagoya in prayer that the Word 
which has thus been distributed may long continue to burn its truths 1in- 
to the hearts of this people, this brief Report is respectfully submitted, by 
Order of the Committee.

YOKOHAMA SUB-DISTRICT REPORT. 


This has been a year of earnest endeavor. Pastors Hata, Tamura, and 
Tokida have labored faithfully, and God has blessed their efforts ; for the 


Statistical Report shows that Yokohama Sub-District has shared in the en- 


couraging 1t not the bountiful harvest reaped during the past year. 

There have been some 185 preaching services conducted by the pastors 
of the Sub-District during the year, besides a number of special services, 
lecture meetings, etc., the object of which has been to gather in the uncon- 
verted and to enlarge the: work already :n progress. The attendance on 
these preaching and other services has been on an average about 43. 

Sunday and mid-week prayer services have been conducted regularly at 
North Yokohama Chapel and Yokohama Church [with fairly good attend- 
ance. There has been an increased interest in and attendance on the Sun- 


day Schools of the Sub-District during the year. Some of the Sunday 


Schools on the Matsuda Circuit have increased in attendance from 5 tO IO 
told under the superintendency of Pastor Hata. 

Pastor Tamura's Sunday Schools need but to be seen at work to be com- 
mended. 'They are well organized ; and the deep interest taken by the 
Scholars themselves means progress. The Yokohama Church Sunday 


School has been faithfully superintended by Mr. Saito. I think I have nev- 
er Seen a livelier interest manifested on the part of the teachers and officers 
ot this Sunday School than has been manifested during the last year. 1 
take occasion here to say for the Church and for myself also that we are 
much indebted and very grateful to Bro. Layman for the excellent manner 
in which he has taught the youneg men's class in the Sunday School, an t4 
the young ladies from the Girls' School who have labored s0 faithfully in 
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the Church and South Yokohama Sunday Schools, and to Miss Kuhns and 
others who have assisted in the work at North Yokohama. 

The attendance on the Jr. C. E. Society meetings at the Yokohama 
Church and at North Yokohama Chapel has been good and the Societies 
are in a good condition for future development. 

The past year marks an epoch in the history of the Yokohama Church: 
In February last it celebrated its TENTH Anniversary, and from the rst of 
March assumed all responstbility ſor the whole of Pastor Tokida's Salary, 
a decided step toward entire self support. 

Two have been received into the Church this year on Matsuda Circuit by 
Pastor Hara. At North Yokohama Chapel 8 have been baptized during 
the year, 5 of whom have been received into ſull membership. At Yoko- 
hama Church 2 have been baptized and received into full membership, and 
7 received by letter ; making some 16 full members and 3 probationers in 
all added to the membership of the Church in this Sub-District during the 
Conference year. For all this we thank God and take courage.

SHIZUOKA SUB-DISTRICT REPORT. 


Just four years ago, at the organization of this Conference, the Shizuoka 
Sub-District was set off, It was at that time 80 ſar as our Church was 
concerned an absolutely unexplored region. We had nothing invested save 
the promises of God—not a sod had been turned not a seed had been sown. 
To-day, by the blessing of God, we have beside a neat and subtantial Church 
building, (27 x 30 with recess pulpit and vestibule) and native Parsonage, 
(the giſt of Mrs. Tamsey A. Reese) two other neat and convenient Chapels, 
remodeled irom native buildings, in the city of Shizuoka ; with a small 
Church or Chapel to be erected at one of the country appointments in the 
early fall. The total number of preaching appointments on the Sub-Dis- 
trict is now II, With 3 or 4 more to be opened during the coming year. 

At these iT appointments, most of which have been opened during the 
last two years, Io3 in all, including those who have joined on probation, 
have connected themselves with. the Church of God. The present roll 
Stands, Full Members 47, Probationers 4x, or a total of 88. Of this num- 
ber 30 Full members and 44 Probationers have been added during the last 
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conference year ; which is by far the best showing of any year since the 
Sub-District was incorperated in our work. 

We have long sowed 1n tears, and according to the never- failing Promises 
of God, we are now beginning to reap in joy. During these Four years, no 
less than T1051 s8ermons have been preached, 2992 visits made to nomes, and 
L3103 tracts distribtued, besides 735 Sunday School sessions and several 
hundred children and women's meetings have been held. 

During the last year 350 preaching services have bezn held, 822 visits 


made to homes, and 3851 tracts distributed. It should be noted however 


that these figures do not include the visits made and the tracts distributed 
by the two workers of the W. F. M. S., which would swell the figures con- 
s1derably. 

We appreciate very much the. effort the W. F. M. S. is putting forth in 
this Sub-District. Their workers have been faithful and zealous, and have 
contributed greatly to the success which has been attained in the city work, 
and plans are now 1in contemplation by which their labors may also extend 
to certain of the country appointments. The imnortance and efficiency of 
woman's work for woman 1s every where conceded, and nowhere more than 
among us. | 

Our own workers have been uniformally faithful and diligent, and God 
is setting His seal of approval upon their labor. At a number of points the 
battle has been and 1s still very hard. We have not yet been able to gain 
a looting ; but in God we shall triumph and beat down all our enemies. 

The work oi the two Charges have been conducted on the co-operative 
plan ; Bro. Maruyama rending not a little very valuable service to the Cir- 
cuit, while we trust we have in some degree at least contributed to the 
work of the Station, 

Our Quarterly Conference has recommended for the intinerancy Mr. S. 
Koizumi, who has done excellent service, demonstrating very clearly by 
hard and patient toil his call to and fitness for the work of the Ministry, and 
trust the Conference will duly recognize the same. Very valuable service 
has aiso been rendered by Mr. Honda, my personal teacher and evangelist, 
a young man of much devotion and promise. 

With taith and trust in Him who is able to do exceeding abundantly a- 
bove all that we can ask of think, we hope during the coming year to gath- 
er a {ar richer harvest to the honor and glory of God.

FOR THE 


GOVERNMENT or THE JAPAN MISSION ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


ORGANIZATION OF CONFERENCE. 


1. Pastors shall send to the Secretary of the Annual Conference the certificates of 
election of the delegate or delegates to the Annual Conference immediately after the elec- 
tion of same. 

2. The Secretary shall make a list of the delegates so certified, omitting all contested 
cases; and this list, together with the list of Ministerial members shall constitute the roll 
of Conference upon which the Conference shall organize. 


OFFICERS OF THE CONFERENCE. 


T1. Duties of the President. 


7. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour agreed on at the last adjourn- 
ment. 

2, He mu:zt preserve the most rigid order, and confine the members to the subject 
under consideration. 

'3. He;shall not allow improper personalities, nor reflections upon any religious com”

4. He $shall announce_each person rising to speak, as so0on as he shall have addressed

Supplementary Rules and Prerogattves. 


(A) The President shall visit the Several Sub-Districts once a quarter, and as nearly as 
possible preach at all the appointments on the Sub-District at each quarterly visit. 

(B) He shall inspect all accounts, Reports, etc., belonging to the work proper, inquire 
minutely into all the departments of work of the several Sub-Districts, and report quarterly 
on the same to the Board of Missions ; he shall also present an Annual Report to this 
Conference which shall be incorporated in the Minutes. 

(C) For the present, the President alone shall constitute the Appointing Power ; but may 
call to his assitance, for counsel and advice, any member of Conference. 

(D) On Missions he shall have power to authorize the discontinuance of preaching ap- 
pointments, or the taking up of new appointments, at his first, second, or third visit. 
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(E) It shall be his duty to counsel and comfort the workers under his jurisdiction ; but if 
he deem it necessary, he may admonish and reprove. 

(F) In the event of difficulty arising among the workers on the field, where other 
methods of settlement are not provided in the Discipline, the President shall be the 
arbitrator. ES 

(G) In the event of his being informed of the neglect of duty, or the misconduct of any 
one serving in any way under the authority, or moral support of this Conference, where 
methods applicable to the case are not prescribed in the Discipline, the President shall 
have authority to dispose of the case; provided the right of appeal shall in every such 


instance be maintained. tt 
(H) The President shall be Chairman of the Sub-District in which he resides. w 
(I) The Presidentshall recieve all official communications from the Board relating to the t] 

general interests of the work, and shall keep the same on file to be turned over to 

his successor. He shall also promptly inform Chairmen of Sub - Districts of any official 

communication relating to their work. b

4. The Ministerial Roll shall again be called, and as the name is read, each Missionary, 
Pastor, Associate or Assistant Pas tor, or Evangelist, shall come forward and deposit with 
the Secretary a complete but concise report of his year's work. These Reports shall be 
handed to the Committee on Official Character, whose duty it shall be carefully examine 
them. Should the report of any member be defective in any point, he should be summon- 
ed before the Committee to explain. If the explanations prove unsatisfactory to the Com- 
mittee, it shall then become their duty to report the case to the Conference. The Official 
Character of all members not thus reported shall be considered passed. 

5. Should a charge be made against the Offiicial Character of the President, or ary 
member of Conference, the case shall be dealt with according to the Discipline. 

6. Next in order shall be the Annual Conference Sermon, delivered by the President or 
Some one appointed by him. The hour for this service shall be at 11 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the opening of Conference.

At the opening of the afternoon of the first day of Conference, the Conference shall pro- 


ceed to elect by ballot the following officers : viz.— English Secretary, Japanese Secretary

SUPPLEMENTARY RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
Suffrage and Eligtbility. 


XXXIV. 

All members of Church in full communion and fellowship, having attained the age of 18, 
Shall be entitled to vote except in the tollowing particulars :— 

1. All members in full communion and fellowship shall have the right to vote in the 
election of their Class Leaders, and those who have attained the age of 21 shall be © qua- 
liffed members ” for the purposes indicated in Sec. 3, Art. IV of the Constitution, and in di- 
visions one and four of the © General Duties of the Trustees,” found on page 114 and 115 
of the Discipline. 

2. Every Minister, Preacher, and Lay male member in full communion and fellowship, 
having attained the age of twenty five years $shall be eligible as a representative (delegate) 
in the general Conference; and every member in full Communion and fellowship, having 
attained the age of eighteen years shall be eligible as a Steward, Class Leaders or Sunday 
School Superintendent ; and every male member in full commuion and fellowship, having 
reached the age of twenty one years, shall be eligible as a Trustee and as a Delegate to the 
Annual Conference. 

XXXV. 

Probationary Members of the Annual Conference shall have all the privileges of mem- 
bership, except following particulars :— 

I. They shall not be eligible to office. 

2. They $shall not have the right to vote. 

3. They $hall not participate in discussion, except on special occasions, when by vote 
of the Conference permission may be granted. 

XXX VI. 

No person, in virtue merely of a license to preach or even election to orders, is empow- - 

ered to administer, or to assist in administering, the Lord's Supper or Baptism. 
XXX VII. 

I, This Annual Conſerence for the present shall be divided into three Sub-Districts ; to 
be known respectively as the Yokohama Sub-District, the Shidzuoka Sub-District and the 
Nagoya Sub-District. 
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2, In each Sub-District there shall be an Executive Committee ; composed of the Chair- Wa: 
man, appointed by the President, and one other whom the Chairman may select. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Chairman to take immediate oversight of the work of the 
Sub-District to which he is appointed; to promptly inform the President of the neglect of 
duty or other culpableness of any one in the employ of Conference; to receive minute 
monthly reports from each worker in the Sub-District and promptly forward them to the 
President for his inspection (the same to be by him transmitted to the Board of Missions 
without unnecessary delay) to furnish at any time to the President any information he may 
desire about the Sub-District or any part of it ; and to open all books, records, and reports 
pertaining to the wors«, for the President's inspection, whenever called for. 

4. It is forbidden the Chairman or Executive Committee, to undertake any new work, 
or departure, involving expense beyond the fixed appropriation during the interim of Con- 
ference. 

5. Every Missionary, according to his several opportunity shall diligently study the Jap: 


anese language, and $hall have authority to dismiss or engage his personal teacher of the 
Same: 


XXXVIII. 

Ministers, Preachers and Evangelists shall defray their own traveling expenses to and 
from Conference. Lay delegates should have their traveling expenses provided for them 
by the churches sending them otherwise they must defray them. 

XXXIX. 

The Financial Committee shall be composed of the President of Conference, Chairmen 

of Sub-Distri-ts, the President of the College and the Dean of the Seminary, whose duty 


it shall be to determine salaries, presen t estimates for the work to the Board of Missions, 


and apportion and distribute all funds appropriated by the Board to the work of this Con- 
ference, in accordance with the Board's instructions and restrictions.

Pastors shall be required to lift a collection in every organized church under their charge 
once a year for the Ministerial Educational Society. 


PRELIMINARY CHURCH OR K OGISHO. 


Kee 4 7: 7 

I. Wherever there are applicants for baptism from the Kogrsho work, when in the 
judgement of the Executive Committee of the Sub D:strict it is deemed unadvisable to at- 
tach them to another KXogrsho or Church already organized, they shall be dealt with by the 
pastor or evangelist in charge, in the same way or manner as is followed among the 
Churches. 

2. 'When persons are baptized, they shail be given The right hand of fellowship into the 
Christian Church, and be thus regarded as members of the Kogisho of the Mi- Fu-Kyorzmwat 
of Japan. 

3. No Society of such believers shall be organized into a Church, until they number at 
least 20, ro of whom must be males over 21 vears of age; this Society of behevers agreeing 
to pay all the running and current expenses, including the house rent where the regular 
Sunday Services are held and some part of their pastor's salary. 

4. The pastor or evangelist in charge of such FXogrs/o, in connection with and under 
the advice of the Executive Committee, shall have general management of the work ; such 
as the appointment of Sabbath School Superintendents and Teachers; but it shall be his 
duty, to as rapidly as possible develope the Society along those lines which furnish a 
Strong foundation for the organization of a Church. 

5. The pastor or evangelist in charge of «uch Xog15ho Society shall have the right to 
vive and receive letters of transfer the same as in Churches. 

6, Should any one from any such Society of believers desire, and in the Judgment of the

zastor or evangelist in charge, is a suitable person to he given a license to exhort or to 
reach, it shall be his duty to lay the matter before the nearest Quarterly Conference, 
-hich may, if 1t deem proper, grant such license ; aud renew it annually, if desired, until 
zuch Society be organized into a Church with its own Official Quarterly Conference. 
7. In the event of a desire for a recomm-ndation to the Itinerancy in the Annual Con- 
erence, the same method shall be followed only when approved by the Executive Commit- 
ee of that Sub-District. 

8. In the event of any member of such Society of believers requiring the exercise of 
discipline, it shall likewise be referred to the nearest Quarterly Conference. 

9g. Such a Society of believers shall be called a © Kogrsho,” in distinction from a mere 

preaching place, which shall be called a * Kari-Kogisho,”

PRESIDENTS REPORT: 


Dear Brethren : — 

Another' year of toil is ended. Amid blending sunshine and shadows, 
joys and sorrows, discouragements and hopes, the Lord has been with us; and 
by His Divine presence and favor we have been able to do something at least 
to hasten the day when © the kingoms of this world shall become the kingdom 
of our Lord and His Christ.” Thus with thankful hearts and unbroken ranks we 
gladly greet each other in another Annual Session. 

Some of you have succeeded well on your Charges; other have had a few 
Souls added as seals to their ministery; while others still, 80 far as visible 
results are concerned, can scarcely regard their year's work as mote than a 
_ failure. But it is not for us to become judges one of another; as it is written, 
* but they measuring themselves by themselves, and comparing themselves 
among themselves, are not wise”. The rather let each carefully examine 
himself, his heart, his purposes, his methods, and see through the gracious 
office of Him who was given that he might guide us into all truth, whether 
there is yet room for improvement. Christ has not commanded us to *preach 
the Gospel to every creature” and to © teach all nations ”?', and made no provi- 
Sion of power for its accomplishment ; nor has he left us uninstructed as to the 
ways and means to be employed. These are all clearly outlined in the Word 
and easy to be understood by those of an understanding heart, but forever 
Sealed and absolutely inaccessible to those who walk in the wisdom of this 
world. Oh! brethren, think not that I speak to criticise : be that far from me. 
Believe me true, that what I say is only a feeble utterance of the deep 
 _upheavel of my heart's desire that in this warfare we may all be armed, and 
armed only, with the Divinely appointed weapons; for true it 1s that © we 
wrestle not against flesh and blood ”. Bear with me in patience I pray you, 
while I exhort that we make a deeper search into the Scriptures as to the 
true equipment for the Gospel Ministery. It is a great privilege, ours, to have 
with us at this Conference Rev. Dr. Geo. C. Needham, who has been greatly 
used of God both in Europe and America, and now, at a most opportune time, 
in Asia also, to unfold the true character and office work of the Holy Spirit to 
many weary laborers in the Master's vineyard. The time past must suffice to 
have show us all, the utter futility of reliance upon the arm of flesh or the 
wisdom of men. Then, if we are forced to recoil upon the © never failing arm”, 
the Divinely appointed means, the wisdom and power from on high; let us with 
covered face fall flat upon the promises and claim the fullness of our inhert- 
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tance. Would to Gpd, that this Conference Session become a modern Pen- 
jel, where the self-reliant, scheming, crafty Jacob of our natures give perfect 
place to Israel-the conquering Prince, through helpless and complete surren- 
der of our maimed and halting judgment to the Divinely appointed way. 


CHANGES IN APPOINTMENTS. 


Soon after the rise of Conference for sufficient cause Rev. G. Maruyama 
resigned his pastorate of the Nagoya Station. This event rendered necessary 
two changes in the plan of appointments. Rev. I. Inanuma, the ex-pastor, 
was duly transferred from the Matsuda Circuit to fill the vacancy in Nagoya, 
and Rev. S. Koizumi from the Peninsula Mission to Matsuda Charge. With 
the hearty approval of the executive, the services of Brother Maruyama were 
SOON thereafter secured by the College authorities in connection with the trans- 
fer of the College propety, and which proved to be a very wise arrangement. 
In March an exchange was made in the pastors of Matsuno and Shizuoka 
Circuits, which change seems to have worked well for both Charges. At the 
time of the above mentioned change, the Rev. T. Nishiyama was appointed 
assistant pastor of Matsuno Circuit and has done commendable service. In 
fact the work of the Charge has largely been left to his care-the pastor 
being fully occupied with building and other general interests. Mr. Nishiyama 
is a young man of fair attainments and experience. He comes recommended 
by the Shizuoka Quarterly Conference for the Itinerancy of this Conference, 
and I take pleasure in recommending him to the favorable consideration 
of the Faculty of Instruction. 


UNSUPPLIED CHARGES. 


At the close of last session Kambara Circuit and Hamamatsu Mission were 
left unsupplied. The resignation of Brother Maruyama and the consequent 
changes left also the Peninsula Mission unsupplied. We regret very'much 
our inability to supply these Charges, but the absence of men and means I am 
Sure will be taken as a valid excuse. Hamamatsu Mission has been left 
absolutely unworked—for efforts made with regard thereto, see Report of the 
Chairman of the Sub- District. Brother Murphy has given the Peninsula 
Mission such attention as he could from Nagoya, and the same has been done 
for Kambara Circuit by the Chairman of the Shizuoka Sub-District. A Supply 
for this Charge was secured during the Summer vacation in the person of one 
of our theological students Mr. Sugimono who has rendered commendable 
Service, being well received by the people. These Charges should be supplied 


_ at this Conference it possible. 
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MATERIAL IMPROVEMENT. 


Under this heading it becomes my duty to chronicle some facts doubtless 
already. known to most of you. On the 29th. of March the Yokohama Ei-go 
Semmon Gakko (Special School for the English Language) was formally 
opened 'to the public. This is a two story foreign built building 4o x 60 feet, 
neatly furnished throughout and well adapted to the work in contemplation ; 
having an office and five fine size class rooms below, with a lecture hall on the 
Second floor with capacity for 3oo sittings. This is an all-round well equipt 
plant. The Atsuwara Chapel, a native structure 18 x 3o ft. with vestibule and 
recess pulpit, was dedicated to the worship of God on the 5th. of April, and 
the Temmacho ' Chapel (Shizuoka Second Church) a semi-foreign structure 
2I x« 30 ft. with vestibule and recess pulpit, on the 2oth. of May. A five room 
one story native parsonage was also erected at the same time on the lot, 
being directly connected with the Church. The funds for these three buildings 
were raised through personal effort during our short vacation in America last 
Summer. 

On the 3rd day of Feb. the lands of the Nagoya Anglo-Japanese College 
were sold, and on the 25th day of Feb. a very suitable plot of about double 
the s1ze was purchased on Chokyiuji-machi. During the year all the buildings 
of the College have been removed remodeled or enlarged, and in addition 
one Missionary residence and a large two story College dormitory 36x98 feet. 
This work is now about completed and the College will open the fall term in 
its new quarters. Two modest misslonary residences on the rear of the 
school lot in Yokohama are now in course of erection and are expected 
to be completed on or near the end of this month. The material improve- 
ments of this year for exceed anything in the history of our mission hitherto, 
and give our work a prestage and footing we could hardly have dreamed of 
two years ago. Let us make the ardor of our future labors bespeak our deep 
heart-felt gratitude both to God and our American friends for these rich gifts. 


CHURCH ORGANIZATION. 


It affords me great pleasure to be able to report that on the 11th day of 
June the Hanazaki 4togisho was formally organized into the second M. P. 
church of Yokahama. This marks a very important period in the history of 
this work. May God honor their faith and courage by adding large numbers 
to their fold during the coming year. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


The Yokohama ,Semmon Ga##o has been full from the beginning, the 
enrollment reaching as high as 130. Those in charge are thoroughly compe- 
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tent and with wise management the institution has the possibility of dojng 
great things in the upbuilding of the Redeemer's kingdom. 

The Nagoya Anglo-Japanese College is also under equally proficient 
management. Following the lead of a number of the leading miss1ons, but 
not till the experiment had proved a success, the college course of study has 
been changed during the year $0 as to: bring it in line and harmony with the 
roverement system of education, In other words the exact course of 
the Chu Ga#ko, Middle School, has been adopted. This will give our students 
the same advantages in obtaining government positions and promotions as is 
accorded to the students of the regular government schools. 


THE WORK OF THE W.F. M. 8. 


Of this important factor in our mission work it need only be said that it is 
well organized and wisely prosecuted. 
Praying that we may be.richly endued with wisdom, faith and courage for

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REPORTS OR GHAIRMBN OR DISTRICTS. 


NAGOYA. 


During the past year there has been a great increase in both} the number 
of services held and the attendance at the same. Quite a new departure was 
made during the Winter and Spring by holding services in large theatres and 
on the street. This will become a permanent feature of our work for the 
future. We have also adopted a new method of distribution tracts and 
Bibles. The giving away of booklets and tracts promiscuously is calculated to 
do harm as well as good, hence the idea of selling them at a portion of their 
cost was tried and has been so successful that the plan will be continued. 

In addition to the street and theatre work there has been a great deal of 
quiet work done in the way of visiting and receiving inquirers at my home. Of 
course the extra services prepared the way for the quiet work. More persons 
have come asking about the Way in a week this year than used to come in 
years heretofore. Not only our mission but other missions have been greatly 
helped by our work. The opposition as might be supposed 1s more direct and 
violent now than we have ever had before. Plans of blocking our every effort 
have been made and are still in progress. It is needless to say that this opposi- 
tion comes from the pharisaical priesthood. We have had a year of practical 
harmony and the result of united work is all we could reasonably ask. 
The idea of centralizing our efforts by gathering the inquirers into the 
church instead of the scattered chapels seems to have been successful and will 
be adhered to. 

The attendance at church has been good, and the spiritual growth gratify- 
ing. The pastor, I. Inanuma, has every reason to be encouraged. More 
people have come in from the ways of sin than have been received into the 
church during the previous four years of my stay in Nagoya, excepting those 
received by letter, | | 

The Nagoya Circuit has never been a satisfactory work, and in fact has 
never been solidified, all our efforts to that end having proven in vain. The 
pastor S. Otsuka has done a great work in the extra services, in fact without 
him the theatre services could not have been held, but the work in the count- 
ry, though the oldest we have, being all that is lef't of the work that came to 
my hands from my predecessors, outside of the church, is far from being satis- 
factory. An old appointment, Inazawa, was re-opened, .the site at Okoshi 
changed'for a better one and a new work opened in a town between the two 
points. As this last place we had a most hopeful work until the well-planned 
opposition of the Buddhists caused us to lose our chapel. 
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Street services are Sometimes held there now and numbers of tracts and 
Testamants have been sold. The pastor has, as yet, no regular town appoint- 
ment. 

Rev. L. Layman, assisted by evangelists has done -a great deal of work in 
new chapels and on the streets, and has opened a new work near the College, 
which, taken together with another chapel to be opened soon, will form our 
North Nagoya Mission. He has now secured the services of a very able 
evangelist Mr. H. Hayashi, who comes from the Southern Presbyterian church. 

Last Oct. I took Mr. K. Koyama, a member of our North Yokohama 
church to work with .me, and as his work has been quite satisfactory he comes 
recommended to this Conf. for employment. He now has charge of one city 
and one country appointment, Ameyacho and Narumi. The city appointment 1s 
the best in the city, that is, as a chapel. In spite of the opposition, or may be 
because of it, the work at Ameyacho is extremely gratifying. It will be neces- 
Sary to make this part of the South Nagoya mission into a new circuit. A 
point near the Narumi work Otaka, was opened last Fall, but this place we 
also-lost because of Buddhistic opposition. | 

The Sunday School and children's work has received much of my atten- 
tion' this year, and we now have several very good schools, and the work 
done has been better and more methodical than formerly. We have now 
begun to work in the church members as teachers at the chapels and thus 
relieve the busy workers of the Ladies Board to some extent. 

Personally this has been by far the most happy year of my work. I have 
been very busy, often attending services every night in the week, in addition 
to conducting four or five classes or inquirers and classes for Bible study. 
[ have taken part in many street services and have been present to assist in 


nearly all that have been held, except those conducted by Bro. Layman. 
I am convinced that we have not much to hope for in the old methods of 


work. Only faithful, consecrated, enthusiastic work on new lines will avail in 
the present condition of things in Japan. We must go where sinners are, no 
matter what the result is. © All things to all men” must be our motto. 
Encouraged and rejoiced by our successes and admonished by our failures, 
we return thanks to the Lord of the Harvest for the past year and look 
forward with hopeful hearts to the work of the coming year.

SHIZUOKA. 


SHIZUOKA STATION. 


On this Charge the year has: been the most discouraging in its history. 
Immediately upon the adjournment of Conference the little band of believers 
was thrown into a violent agitation by incriminating reports regarding the 
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charactor of its former pastor. - Proper investigation failing to corroborate the 
rumor or even to show proper reason for its existance, of the hitherto most 
active members withdrew their fellowship, but sad to say, not their opposition, 
SO it would seem. This brought about a condition of affairs which rendered 
progress very difficult. The new pastor did all he could to bring about a 
reconciliation but utterly failed. His subsequent labors have been alike 
earnest and diligent, but notwithstanding, the year has been almost wholly 
a fruitless one. However, signs of better days are not altogether lacking, and 
by the grace of God, we hope yet to see the work prosperous under the 
present pastorate. 


SHIZUOKA CIRCUTT. 


With the exception of the two village appointments, the work of this 
Charge is in a prosperous condition. At the dedication of the Temmacho 
Chapel (Shizuoka Second Church) the Holy Spirit was poured out upon us 
and filled the house. The inevitable result was that a revival immediately 
followed, which thank God still continues. Brother B. Kida of Tokyo was 
greatly used of God in promoting the revival, and I heartily recommend him 
and his methods to all who are seeking a revival of pure and undefiled re- 
ligion in their Churches and hearts. This revival-was like a two edged sword 
cutting both' ways ; releasing the penitent sinner from the chains of death, and 
at the same time severing the lifeless pretender trom the truly redeemed. 
While for this reason the membership roll will not much exceed that of last 
year, the life and hope of the Church has increased fully one hundred fold. 
The pastor and his flock are a unite and earnest band, and if they continue 
faithful, I predict that it will not be long till this is one of the strongest 
Charges in connection with the Conference. The pastor has been greatly 
assisted in his labors by the most hearty and faithful cooperation of his wife. 
Both in their home and among the people; both in private and in public, they 
present an attitude, a bearing, a mutual cooperation and respect, that ap- 
proaches closely that of the © ideal ” pastor and pastor's wife. 


HAMAMATSU MISSION. . 


For the lack of men and means this promising field had remained unopen-: 
ed during the year. Half of the difficulty however was overcome some 
months ago by the munificent offer of a brother to provide the salary if the 
proper person for a supply could, be - found. . Effort has been quietly made 
Since then to find the right man, but men.competent to open work in such a 
place'are few. However, though late, we now have the prospect of Securing 
the services of a very competent, and experienced man, and therefore entertain 
hopes of being able to open the work in the near future. 
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MATSUNO CIRCUIT. 


Here the work has moved on steadily during the year with some increase, 
The erection of the Chapel at Atsuwara has given prestage to the work in 
that section. The assistant pastor has done faithful and efficient work, and is, 
we believe, paving the way for more solid work in the future. A revival is 
greatly needed at both points. 


KAMBARA CIRCUIT. 


Here also for want of men and money .the Charge has been neglected. 
Occasional visits by the Chairman seemed all that could be done for this 
Charge till early in July when the services of Mr. Sugimoto was secured by 
special arrangement with the Dean of the Seminary. The hearty response to 
the earnest 'efforts of Mr. Sugimoto emphasises the importance of giving this 
Charge a regular supply, and it is hoped that this can be done $s00n. 


THE WORK OF THE W. F.M.S. 


The workers of this Society have done well their part. The several lengthy 
visits of Miss Lawrence has given impetus and prestage to the work. We learn 
with pleasure that she contemplates spending even more of her time on the 
Sub-District during the coming year. We hail this intelligence with delight 
Since it seems to be the very best possible arrangement under the present 
circumstances. But it is ardently hoped that the Society will be able soon to 
take full advantage of the ever widening opening there is in this vast section 
for women's work for women, by establishing a permanent missionary 
residence here. 

Though the results attained fall far short of what we had hoped, yet 
when we take into congideration the fact that all the workers of the Sub- 
District were changedat last Conference, and the Chairman for the greater 
part of the year has been engrossed in building enterprises, aside from his 
general executive labors, a survey of what has :-been accomplished evokes 
SINCere thanksgiving and inspires a living hope.

YOKOHAMA SUB-DISTRICT. 


The pastors, Sunday school superintendants and teachers have labored 
very earnestly during the year just ended; and the © Lord of the Harvest ”? 
has not left them without encouragement in the work. 
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On Matsuda circuit the pastor is preacher, Sunday school superintendant 
and teacher, all combined; and with four appointments to look after he has 
his hands pretty full. It should be mentioned, however, that the pastor's wife 
conducts the Sunday school at Maekawa, which gives the pastor more time for 
t1e other appointments. Owing to unavoidable circumstances, this circuit was 
left without a regular pastor for a while after Jast session of Conference, but 
about 1st of December the President was able to send Bro. Koizumi to the 
rescue ; — the appointments having been filled up to they date by our pastors 
ftrom Yokohama city. The Sunday schools on this Charge have kept up well 
during the year. Besides the regular preaching services special meetings have 
been held every month or two at Yamakita and Matsuda. These meetings—and 
notebly those held in July when we had the assistance of Evangelist Kida of 
Tokyo, — aruused much interest among the people. As evidence of the fact 
that the people are being aroused to the Truth, they have asked that the 
number of preachingiservices be increased. Surely the Light is dawning upon 
them. | 


Shortly after the arrival of Miss Williams of the W. F. M. S., she was 
induced to start work among the women of this circuit, and with the help of 
Miss Kimura as interpreter and assistant she has not only greatly aided the 
pastor in!his work among the women of the circuit, but a beginning has been 
made which if followed up will result in glory to God. There are now several 
inquirers on the Charge whom we hope so0n to see fully saved. 

The South Yokohama Circuit Sunday schools have been taught as former- 
ly by the young ladies from the Girls! School. They have done faithful 
earnest work ; keeping up their classes all through the hot summer months. 
The children appreciate the work of these young ladies and, contrary to the 
usual custom, attended regularly all through the hot season. 

At Ishikawa chapel preaching services have been conducted once a week. 
Pastor Tokida of Yokohama First Church has rendered faithful assistance in 
these services. In July special meetings three nights in succession resulted in 
one conversion and several inquirers, We are greatly in need of larger 
chapels in this circuit. 

North Yokohama Circuit has suffered so0mewhat this year through lack of 
teachers for some of the Sunday schools on the Charge, in consequence of 
which two of the Sunday school chapels had to be closed in June. 

At Hanazakicho chapel there have been three baptisms and four 
persons have been received into church fellowship, but owing to the number 
Stricken from the register during the year the membership now stands six less 
than last year. However, they have lost nothing in rea] strength. On the 
contrary they seem to have grown stronger, and the rith of June dates a new 
era in the history of the little chapel. On that day the members held their 
first Quarterly Conference and organised into a full fledged church. They have 
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been looking forward to this more than for two years, and now their hopes are 
realized and the © Yokohama Second Church” takes her place among us and 
is entitled to a lay delegate in our Annual Conference. Praise the Lord! 

The Yokohama First Church has not only kept up the payment of all 
running expenses and 1ts pastor's salary during the year but in addition to 
this has contributed some 25 yen to the Formosan Mission and (quite a little 
Sum to charitable and other purposes as well. But the best of all, it has shown 


its appreciation of the pastor's faithful work by increasing his ney, 
The Sunday school has been well attended and we. only regret that it 


could not be kept up through the summer months. 

There have been 16 baptisms 1in this church the past year and altogether 
20 have been received into church fellowship, but one death and 7 dismissed 
by letter makes the actual increase just 12. The pastor 1s very earnest in his 
work and the people love him much. May he, and may we all be used by the 
Holy Spirit in leading the people of this land to look to Him who taketh away 
the sin of the world. | | 

Since last sessilon of Conference the Night School Building has been 
completed and we now have what has long been needed for this department of 
the work in, Yokohama,—a substantial building with s1x rooms (five class 
rooms and an office) on the first floor and a large airy well lighted auditorium 
on the second floor. This building was completed in February and in March 
preparations were made for the erection of the cottages that are now in 
course of construction on the same lot. These will be completed in a few 
more months, after which the heavy rents we have been obliged to pay in, 
Yokohama will cease, and we shall be better located for work than ever 
before.

REPORT OR THE PRESIDENT OR NAGOYA 
ANGLÞLO-JTRPANESE CODBDbEQGE.

Were one to judge from the number of conversions, it would seem that in 
the Ei-Wa Gakko, little has been done during the year just closed. And yet, 
in our opinion, the condition of the College is so decidedly improved over 
that of the previous year, that we trust it warrants a bright hope in the pros- 
pect of future growth. / 

The registration for the year, Sept. 1”, 1897 to Aus. 31”, 1898, was not all 
that could have been desired. Yet it shows a decided advance over the two 
years just preceding. The fall term opened very encouragingly ; but toward 
February and March, 'gs, the attendance fell off so badly, that matters were 
very discouraging. But with the opening of the Spring term, attendance, from 
the beginning of the term, was good, gradually increasing until the high water 
marx of recent years was reached. | 

From Sept. 16”, '97 to March 31”, 98, the total registration was 31, average 
attendance 26; from April 1” to July 10”, total registration was 45, average 
attendance 36. Total reg1stration for the year was 57, average attendance. 3I. 

Steps have been taken to secure from the authorities of Aichi Ken (in 
which the Ei-Wa Gakko 1s situated) their recognition of such changes in 
our curriculum as will enable our school to teach exactly the same course as 
that taught by the Government middle schools. . (This course corresponds 
very closely with the high schools of the U. S.) We think this will result in a 
larger attendance, as it will remove largely the barrier which prevents Japanese 
Students from attending mission schools. This barrier 1s partly the fact that 
mission schools, in method and in course of study, are so far removed from 
the government schools, that students find it difficult to change from one 
course to the other ; and partly because the Government and the Government 
Schools have refused to recognize the certificates of pupils from the mission 
Schools. This refusal on the part of the government to recognize mission 
School certificates, closes the door of official position to mission school pupils. 
Consequently as the heart of almost every Japanese young man is set on official 
' position, he hesitates to enter a door which is certain death to his aspirations. 
This difficulty will no longer be experienced, as the course is now identical 
with that of the Government schools. And we have besides exactly the same 
religious advantages as under the old regime. 

. Our faculty now is entirely Christian—. And our teachers are not merely 
nominal Christians—they take their religion into their every day lives and 
they labor for the soul of the student as well as for his intellectual advance 
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ment, The personnel of the faculty is slightly changed. Mr. Kimura resigned, 
and Mr. Maruyama of the Japan Conference, took his place in the school. 
Mr. Ogimi, formerly of Steele College, Nagasaki, now closed on account of 
a change in the policy of the mission (Pres.), was secured to assist in the 
department of Theology ; Mr. Hayashi, as personal teacher for the Dean of 
Theology and the President of the College, and as interpreter for such lectures 
as the Dean or Prest. might wish to use him. 

The old property on Buhei-cho was sold, and new bought at 47, 16 and 17 
Chokyuji-machi. The old buildings were removed, or are in course of 
removal, to the new location, and some new and commodious buildings, in 
keeping with the policy and plans of the school, have been built. The new 
location is advantageous in every way. It is at a distance from brothels and 
the business of the city; it is situated in the highest part of the city where we 
have reason to think malarial influences will be lowest, and where we think 
the water is pure and good. It is in the old residence part of the city—for- 


merly the aristocratic section. 


Another factor which I believe is an element of success, is the fact that 
we have a Y. M. C. A. in the school which did a good work last year in 
keeping Christianity before the students; a work which was not wholly 
without result. So strong were the religious influences that several persons 
expressed a determination to become Christians as soon as a competent 
knowledge of the teachings of Christianity should be attained. 

As a result of the night school work, four persons were added to the class 
of inquirers in the Sabbath school, and one has joined the Church. 

"Experience has taught us the folly of hoping for a large school, and the 
coversion of large numbers of students. But we believe present conditions 
warrant us in hoping for a good year, with a fairly good attendance, and a 
year of good, honest work for God. Pray for us that this may be so, and that 
we may, in some measure, see the fruition of our hope, and that at least the 
greater part of such Students as we do have, may be-'influenced to turn to 
God.

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' RBPORT OR PRESIDENT OR THE VOKOHANA 
BI-GO SBMMON GAKKO. 


As this is my first year in the work it has been more than anything else a 
year of establishment and inauguration of plans and work. At the last session 
of the Conference I was appointed to have charge of the night school in Yoko- 
hama, but the building was not yet completed and even after its completion 
we were obliged to wait some time for the officials to grant permission to 
open the school. The opening took place on March the 29th, 1895, up to which 
time I did little else than plan for the school work and study the Japanese 
language. 

Indeed the latter has consumed a good portion of my time through the 
entire year. I preached at Ishikawa, Hanazaki cho, and at our Yokohama 
first church. Immediately after the opening of the Ei-Go Semmon Gakko the 
influx of students began and we had all we could accom modate. 

At the beginning we had serious difficulty in finding and keeping a good - 
translation teacher. We finally concluded, however, that it was useless to try 
to hold such. a teacher for ten yen a month, the appropriation for such work 
when the school was held at 120 Bluff. So we raised the salary to fifteen 
yen per month and since then have had no trouble and have had a very com- 
petent man in the place. Besides this translation teacher and Mr. Saito, we 
were obliged to start another class in the school and employ another teacher. 
So we now have a force of three Japanese and one foreign teacher. Bible 
classes were $s00n started in the school. Every evening before the regular 
school work began we read the Bible for fifteen or twenty minutes to the 
Students who desire to hear it. Of course the reading is in English and there- 
fore a score or more take advantage of this opportunity every evening. 

A Sunday afternoon class was also started and continued through the 
year with an enrollment of about ten. Thus the work has been running through 
the past year. Several of the students are earnestly enquiring the way of 
Salvation, but we cannot report any conversion thus far. And this suggests to 
our mind the greatestneed of the school. 

It is this: an earnest, intelligent, spiritual evangelist to work with the 
Students in connection with the school. Thys far we have been handicapped 
in this direction. We cannot yet use the native tongue and have had no help- 
er for this work. Unless such a man can be provided we feel that the work 
here is in vain. We have an excellent school building, good furnishing, good 
faculty of instructors and good prospects for further material success. But 
God forbid that we should have such success and not win any of the young 
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men to Christ. Of course the means are scarce, and asuitable evangelist should 
have a fair salary, but by God's help such things can be provided. 

Let ns pray that they may s0on be given us. The erection-of our dwell- 
ing house on the school lot is a great advantage, as we will hereafter be at 
our post of duty instead of away over on the other side of the city. As soon 
as 1s possItble we look and pray for the commencement of permanent Sabbath 
School and preaching services in our hall and the organization of a class here.

 TAPAN ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


CHURCH ORGANIZATION. 


It is very gratifying that during the first year of its existence a 
church organization has been effected on the Nagoya North Circuit, and 
it testifies to the wisdom of the division of the work as made at last 
conference and also the well directed energies of those in charge of the 
enterprisze. The Nagoya Second Church was reorganized on March the 
5th with 45 members, and are already paying more than half the pastor's 
8alary. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


ASAKUSA BLIND SCHOOL. 'The work of this s8chool has continued 
much the same .as during the previous year, except that on account of 
the flood and the logs of a suitable building for several months the 
attendance has been 80mewhat reduced. Subject to the approval of 
the Board, arrangements have at last been made whereby from the first 
of this month this work comes under the direct supervision of the Mis- 
8i0n, as a branch of the Azakusa church work. | 

YOKOHAMA SENSHU GAKKO. This school eagily stands first of its 
kind in the city, and is increasingly popular. It is now recognized as a 
factor of no mean importance both in educational and religious circles. 
The management is efficient and aggregive, and the religious influence 
in the school is making decided advance. 

Nagoya Cuv GAKKko. This geemes to wavy been by. all odds the 
best year in the history of this school. Thoge in charge have been 
wise and diligent; and they have had the loyal. 8upport of the faculty 
- and the good-will of the students. While in other points of comparison 
it way fall far short, yet with an enrollment of approximately 300 for 
the year, in point of the number of student, it is probably the largest 
gchool in the Methodist Protestant denomination. This fact together 
with the prudent management, the splendid quality of the clags-room 
work, and the growing tide of religious gentiment, combine to make it 
an institution in which we are entitled to feel a just pride. 


THE SPIRIT OF SELF SUPPORT. 


Tho perhaps not as rapidly as might, be hoped for, yet the spirit- | 
of Self Support is aguredly growing among. the churches. Twelve years 
ago the contributions for all purposes averaged Y1.287 per adult mem- 
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ber ; nine years ago the average contribution per adult member was 
F1.731 ; six years ago it was 2.437; three years ago it was Y2.517 ; 
one year ago it was Y2.841, while this year it will probably exceed 
Y 3.25 per capita. Three years ago we had one self 8s1pporting church 
and no half self supporting ; to-day we have four half zelf supporting 
churches and none fully slf 8upporing. Three years ago the total con- 


S tribution for pastors' salary was X840 ; now it is £1844, which is an 


increase of nearly 120 per cent in three years. Moreover judging 
from the reports already to hand moxt of the charges during the 
coming year will increase their contributions to pastor's salary from 
50 gen to five yen per month. These facts are all gratifying and yet 
when compared with what other churches are doing our «howing does 
not 8eem to be altvgether complimentary, and calls for continued and 
increased effort. Giving to the church is not only a Christian duty; it 
i8 a Christian privilege as well. In fact it is a blezsing and a means of 
grace Just like prayer and the stady of the Scriptures. A Christian 
therefore who has not been taught to give, is g, religious cripple none 
the legs than the one who has never been taught to pray. With the 
Apostle Paul let us exhort believers © as ye abonnd in faith and in 
knowledge, ee that ye abound in this grace gls0.” 


W. F. M. S. WORK. 


The call for efficient Bible Women was never 80 loud and persistent 
as now. While the educational sphere of the work allotted to this 
Society is enthusiastically preszed and ably conducted, it is a matter of 
8rious regret that no ample provision has yet been made for the training 
and employment of a sufficient force of Bible Women. No line of 
activity offers a richer reward than a corps of trained and consecrated 
women going from house to house with a mexzage of sympathy, love, 
hope, and zalvation for the motherhood of this land ; and we venture 
again to express the hope that the near future will see s0me adequate 
and 8ystematic attempt made to meet this great need. 


EVANGELISM. 


The functions of the Christian Ministry are many, yet among them 
there. is none greater than that of evangelist. In that sublime charge 
given by the aged apostle Paul to the young preacher Timothy the 
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fitting climax is reached in these words, —* do the work of an evangelist, 
make full proof of thy ministry.” Methods of evangeliem may differ 
in different countries and in the 8same country in different stages of its 
religious development, but the object and the result is the s8ame in all 
countries and in all ages—the salvation of gouls: or in other words 
inducing men to turn from satan to God and from sin to righteongness, 
The »pirit of evangelism 1s rising, and I doubt not that the first half of 
the twentieth century will witness the mcst sweeping and far reaching 
revival the world has ever yet known. Over a year ago a special 
evangelistic campaign was started in the Methodist Protestant church 
in America with the object of securing 29000 conversions in one year, 
That figure was far in excess of any thing hitherto attained and many 
were skeptical as to the results, while others declined to cooperate. But 
** every one whose heart stirred him up, and every one whom his spirit 
made him willing,” set themselves to the task. "The results as tabulated 
and. published recently in the Methodist Recorder show that in 32 
annual conferences the total number of conversions reached 24224, which 
was very little ehort of the mark. I recently &xw in the church press 
where one pastor alone had had more than 550 conversions, Ah ! 
brethren, has not the time come when here in (Japan also we may look 
for and expect s8nch outpourings of Divine power and grace? As a 
result of God's blessing upon our special eftort this last year the number 
of conversions and baptisms reach, 204 which 1s a decided advance over 
any previous year, Encouraged by these results let us enlarge our 
hopes, reunite our efforts, and remembering the injunction of our Lord 
to ask largely that our joy may be full, let us press forward with the 
motto of the immortal Carey © Expect great (ng from God ; attempt 
grout things for God.”

Tokyo SUB-DISTRICT. 


AZABU 8T ATION ; This our oldest 4 m the C Capital 
continues to manitest that spirit of harmony and loyalty which is both * 
a prerequisite and a guarantee of progress. The change in the location | 
of this church has given new lite and J:0pe both to pastor and people. 
The multiplied enthusiasm of the members, the enlarged congregations, 
and the increased Ingathoriogs of the Past. ive months make more | 
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apparent than ever the dizadvantages of the old location and is prophetic 
of what may be expected when they get their new church building a 
80lid and enduring *elt-support, 

__ ASAKLSA STATION : This has been a year of adversity and 
trying experiences on this charge. Early in the year an effort was made 
to displace the efficient and energetic Bible Woman, The failure to 
accumplish this was +0o0n followed by an attempt at blackmail or slander 
by a certain news paper, &emingly encouraged, if not solicited, by a 
member of the church. This caneed an agitation not at all conducive to 
piritual harmony and growth, and ultimately led to the arrest, trial 
and conviction of the writer of the article, and later to several with- 
drawals from the church. 

During the floods of last July, with the exception of two families, the 
entire membership of this church were sufferers, and s0me of them lost + 
most of their worldly posses810ns ; which necexarily affected unfayorably 
the pecuniary 8ide of the church work. "Again thru the sale of the 
property we occupied, the church was deprived of- a- suitable place in 
which tv conduct its work for several months during the most opportune 
part of the year. 

Notwithstanding these adversites however, by the bleeing of God, 
the diligence of the pastor supported by the faithful members triumphed, 
and the prexent outlook is quite encouraging. Since getting into their 
new quarters, just in time to celebrate Christmas, the work has moved 
off nicely and since which time -ome twelve or thirteen accessions to the 
members}ip have been received ; all but two being new converts. 

KOISHIKAWA STATION : . While this charge has not main- 
tained the rate of progress attained during the previous year, yet 
80bstantial advance has been made, Several of the members of this 
church were als» snfferers by the flood, but fortunately most of them 
escaped. During the year this organization also met with s8ome internal 
embarrassments, but srious complications were avoided and pastor and 
people are alike hopeful of tl.e future and are laying their plans for 
more aggrexxsive work, The general location of this church is most 
excellent and if we 8ucceed in 8ecuring « building s8n1table to the require- 
ments of the work, there is every rea-on to believe that a short span of 
years will give us here a strong and influential chureh. 

MEJIRO-DAIT MISSION : This Mision was opened in May, 
being a trarisference of the Azabu chapel to one of the new and most 
rapidly developing sections of the metropolis.

Several accessions have been 8ecured during 
the year and the new chapel at Kajima being nicely located and 8uitably 
arranged 1n attracting inquirers. 


OYAMA CIRCUIT: While there has been some increase in

The number of students at the beginning of the new school year 
was 267, and at the end of the year it was 246. | 

From the 10th of October to the 15th, the pupils of the fourth' and 
fifth year classes made their annual trip, accompanied by some of the 
teachers, to Hakone and Kamakura. Unfavorable weather made the 
trip nnpleasant and was quite a hindrance for research and obseryation, 
yet, all were pleased with the results of the trip. 

On the occation of a national holiday, we had a meeting of the 
guardians of the students, on Feb. 11th. An address was made by u 
man of note. 'The meeting was quite A SUCCESS, 

On the 25th of March, the Graduating exercises were held. The 
Graduating Class numbered 23. Judge Fujita, a Christian of Nagoya, 
addrezxed the class.

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REPORT' OF THE YOKOHAMA . SCHOOL OF ENGLISH. 


The number of students enrolled during the year was 260. At the 
end of the year, the number had diminished as of former years, to about 
one half, We have not yet been able to find a way whereby the students 
can be induced to remain for the whole year. The state of the business 
in which most of the young men are engaged determines, to a large 
extent, their regularity in school. Some of the young, men do not miss 
a 8ingle night through the entire year. The average attendance has 
been about 125, in the classes aud at Chapel. 

The religious condition of the school is good. "The number of 
baptisms has not been large, but numbers do not tell all that is being 
done. Bible clagsses and Christian teaching are being 1nsisted upon, and 
pushed. Sometimes, we have imagined that this conzstant teaching of 
Christianity may be one cause for the boys dropping out of school. 

But we would prefer a small number of students, and plenty of the 
 Gogspel than a large number of students and but little Gospel, 

The constant instruction 1n the principles of the Gospel must bear 
fruit inthe lives of these young men. Many of them hear this Gospel 
tor four years, nearly every night. Many of them are converted while 
in School. We hear of some being converted £00n after leaving school, 
We are sure that many others go into business with these truths deep in 
their lives, and thus the influence of this school is undoubtedly very 
great. 9 

I should mention the earnest efforts and consecrated life of Rev. 
Inanuma both in the elass room and at Chapel. His sermons to these 
young men are inspiring. Graduating class numbers 13. Baptisms 10. 
Inquirers 15.

Until that time, rest assxured 
that we will not fall into that ungracions condition of s0me, namely, of 
seeking to control finance which we do not provide, but upon which we 
are dependent. As long as the Board provides snch a large per cent of 
the funds necessary to carry on our work, 1t 1s not only natural, but 
proper and right that the Board shouJd have the control of these funds. 
At this point, we have only one request. That the Board use great 
cantion in selecting the men who are to be sent to Japan to control these 
funds. We mean that only men of already proved ability and experience 
be selected. The nature of our work now demands this. 

5. Naturally there have been times when the question of control 
in Conference matters has agitated us to some httle extent. But the 
experience of other churches has taught as a lexon. Control brings 
responstbility. The churches which have s8ecured control, have tailed to 
meet up to their responsibility. This has caused a reaction. There is 
now not the demand for control winch was 80 evident a few years ago. 
Experience has brought wisdom. We are willing to wait. Wo do not 
want the unnatiral thing. When the time comes for control we want to 
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be prepared for it. Now this 1s onr most earnest request, that there be 
80me plan which will canze a stronger growth in our church; a reviyal 
of religion which will save thousands of s0uls; an education which will 
make strong earnest Christians ; and will naturally make 2zme of our 
churches self supporting, and a help in aiding other churches into the 
8me condition. It 1s to this end that we want to bend our energies 
in the years to come. Control in finances and in Conference is of minor 
importance. 'The building up and strengthening of the churches and the 
gathering 1n of a haryest of s0uls 1s our great commiss10n and ambition. 
To this we pledge our bodies, souls and spirits. 

To the Mision belongs the right to control the finances. And 
we request the Board of Missions to continue the appointing of a Mis- . 
810nary as President of Conference, knowine that it 1s best under the 
present conditions. 

Considering the past, knowing the present, and having faith in the 
future, as a united Conference, bound together by the strong ties of 
mutual love and sympathy, we face the battle, knowing that © He who 
is for us, 18 more than all they who are against us.”

The work in Nagoya City and vicinity has proceeded as planned last 
year with very few changes. The Nagoya Church has maintained 
its own with s8igns of real life and progress. North Church is becoming 
established and with a proper church building would be in good condi- 
tion for growth. Many of our Middle School students are now enrolled 
as enquirers. South N agoya Circuit has had a very successful year. -In 
September Hommachi Chapel fully reached the requirements for a 
regular church organization and was duly organized as such. A steady 
advance has here continued and fifteen persons have received baptism 
within the year. At Narumi a Chapel organization was effected in 
December. | | | 

The Yokkaichi Circuit and the three Chitagun Cirenits have all 
made progress. The Yokkaichi Church has received several members 
and 1s moving steadily forward. Handa Circuit has had a fair year. 
The new Handa Church has been properly organized and has succeeded 
well, especially in 8ecuring s8everal good members by letter. Tokonabe 
Circuit 1s a very large field and doors for work are opening on every 
Side. Faithful service has been rewarded by six new converts and many 
enquurers. The Kamezaki Circuit which was formed at last Conference 
has made a good beginning. Both Kamezaki and Ogawa chapels are 
hopeful. Twelve members, ten by letter and two after baptism, have 
been received. A number of good enquirers are also enrolled. 

In reviewing the whole field the outlook is most encouraging. The 
twenty appointments of the district are now served by twelve faithful 
workers all of whom have hope and courage. This year has added one 
new church organization and three new chapels organizations. We now 
have a total of ten societies formed. Five of these are till chapels while 
the other five are regularly organized churches, two of which are above 
halfeself Supporting. The net gain of membership for the year 1s fifty

We have never witnessed before, in Japan, such activity in educa- 


tional matters, as is evident on every side, 'This is a 8ign of adyance- 


ment for which we are glad. 
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However, if we will examine very carefully the present system of 
education, We note remarkable weaknesses in educational systems. There 
Seems no lack to the degree of development of the physical and even the 
intellectual, but in regard to the moral education of the people, this 
£eems very deficient. 

The Christian Schools are the only one, and the best fitted to pro- 
vide for this deficiency in the national system. 

We therefore, recommend that the Mission Schools establighed by 
our own Church be thoroughly supported by this conference as a body, 
and by the Church as a body, and by the individual members indivi- 
dually. That every asstance in our power, either directly or indirectly, 
be rendered to these Schools.

RULES OF MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


COMMITTEE. 


The objectt of this Commitee is to have the oversight of the 
Theological education of young men approved by the Japan 
Mission Conference tor the Christian Ministry in Japan ; 
To create and stimulate a strong sentiment on the part of 
our churches to educate its own Ministry. 

The funds for this purpose shall consiss of collections 
aszegsed upon the churches by the Conference ; grants made 
by the Board of Foreign Missions, and such gifts as may be 
received by the Committee for this purpose. 


The Committee shall consist of FIVE members, a 


three Japanese one of which shall be a layman, and 'TWO 
Missionaries. 'These members to be elected, by the Con- 
ference, as follows. 

One member for one year, one for two years, one for three 
years, one for four years, and one for five years. At the 
following conference, to fill the vacancy caused by the expira- 
tion of the term of the member elected for one year, a new 
member sha]l be elected for five years; at the following Con- 
ference, to. fill the vacancy caused by the expiration . of the 
term of the member elected for two years, a new member 8hall 
be elected for five years, and 80 on, a new member being 
elected each year to fill the vacancy thus occuring. 

This Committee shall have full oversight of all the theolo- 
g1cal students approved by the conference, and to be 8upported 
by the funds of the Conference, both in their pers0nal conduct 
and studies, while in the Seminary ; 16 shall determine the 
monthly allowance granted to each student ; 8aid allowance 
shall be considered as a free gift, PROVIDED HOWEVER, 
—that unless providentially hindered, if the Beneficiary shall 
leave his studies before finisghing the same and does not enter 
the Ministry of the M.P. Church ; further more, 1t after 
finisghing his studies and entering the active work of the 
Conference, he shall within three years, withdraw from the 
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Conference and cease to be amenable to the same, all the funds 
received by the said Beneficiary shall become a legal loau and 
shall, with the legal rate of interest, be collected by law, by 
the Committee. 

The Committee 8hall determine the Semimary which each 
student shall attend. 

Rule 5. The officers of the Committee shall be a Chairman, Secretary, 
and a Treasurer, 

Rule 6. The duties of the Chairman shall be to preside at all meet- 
ings ; to call meetings on his own initiative, or at the request 
of three members of the committee. 

Rule 7. The duties of the Secretary shall be to keep a correct record 
of all meetings and business transacted by the Committee. 

Rule 8. The Treasurer shall hold and be responsible to the Confter- 
ence for all the funds of the Committee, disburse the same 
under the direction of the Committee. 

Rule 9. _ There $hall be one regular annual meeting just preceeding 
Annual Conference. At this time an annual report shall he 
prepared and presented to Annual Conference. 

Rule 10. This Committee may enact all necessary By-Laws, (minor 
rules) in accordance with this Constitution, subject to the 
approval of the Japan Conference. 

Rule 11. These Rules may be changed or amended, only by approval 
of Conference. 


REORGANIZATION OF CONFERENCE. 


Your Committee recommends the following : — 

1. The Stationing Committee shall constst, as per the 1nstructions 
from the Board of Foreign Missions, of the President of the Conference, 
one Minister of the Conference, and one Lay delezate of the Conference, 
the lust two to be elected by the Conference. 

2. Two candidates for the Presidency of the Japan Miss8ion Con- 
ference, «hall be elected annually by the Conference, one of which shall 


be appointed President of the Conference by the Board of Foreign 
Mis-101s, 
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3. Chairman of District to be discontinued until they become a 
necesslty. 

4. Supplementary rules of the Conference to be amended as 
follows, pertaining to the duties of the President :— 

1. The President shall visit, each station, at least, once a 
year, and preach at the same. 

2. 'The President hall receive the quarterly reports from all 
the. Pastors ; examine the same, and in case of errors, he s8hall 
return sa1d reports to the proper pastors, requesting correction of 
the errors. Upon receipt of the corrected reports, all pastors 
reports shall be gent by him to the Board of TOruge Miss10ns, 
through the Secretary of the Japan Miz ion. | 

All other duties of the President, as per previous regulations, 
under Supplementary Rules and Prerogatives, to be omitted. 

5. On Mission Districts, candidates for 'Fheological training s8hall 
be recommended by the President of the Conference and the Evangelistic 
Superintendent to the nearest Quarterly Conference. Upon examina- 
tion, if snch candidate is deemed worthy, the Quarterly conference shall 
recommend the same to the Annual Conference. 

On Mission Districts, candidates for local preachers or exhorter's 
license shall be recommended by the pr-sent of the Conference and the 
Evangelistic Superintendent of the District to the nearest Quarterly 
Conference ; Upon examination, if the candidate proves worthy, the 
Quarterly Conference hall grant the condidate the license requested. 

6. The rules which have been adopted at this conference, together 
with those of the old rules which are in accord with the new ones 
adopted, on basis of reorganization, be the Conference rules for this year. 

That a Committee of five be appointed to frame Conference rules to 
qe reported at the next Conference. 'The Committee to compile the new 
rules as follows :— 


1. Such new rules as have been adopted at this Conference, 
relating to reorganization of Conference. 


2. Select from the old rules snch needed rules as are in accorded 
with the new rules, and the spirit of the reorganization. 


3. To add other new rules which may be needed and are in accord 
with the new organization. 


These rules to be printed for distribution among the members at 


conference time, for examination, befure adoption of the same.

What does the Obser vance of the Sabbath mean ? 

_ Our Lord Jesus aid, © The Sabbath was made for man, not man 
for the Sabbath. Therefore, the Son of Man is Lord, also, of the 
Sabbath.” 

In short, we do not observe the Sabbath Day for the Sabbath 
Day's 8ake but for the sake of God and man. Therefore, all our Chris- 
tians mnst endeavor, in every way PoSlble, to understand the true 
meaning of the Sabbath ; to themselvez keep the Sabbath in the\ true 
spirit, and to urge all others to endeavor to keep the Sabbath in a Ohrist 
like way. We can not depend upon non Christians to create this senti- 
ment of observance of the Sabbath Day. 

Neither can we force others to keep the day holy. But we can; 
oursel ves, keep the day holy unto the Lor.l, and by our example cause 
others to think about it. We should observe the Sabbath Day, not only 
as a rest day for the body, but as the great day for spiritual develope- 
ment and deyout worship of the Lord of the Sabbath.

Ejiri, April, 3rd, 1913. 


The twenty second annual session of the Japan Mission Conference 
convened in the Ejiri church, the Gaven Spence Memorial Church, 
Shidzuoka Ken, on April 3rd, at 9.00, A.M.  President presiding. 

The session opened with the usual devotional exercises. Conference 
roll was called,  Ministerial members present, twenty one. Lay mem- 
bers present, Ten. A communication from K. Kimura, explaining his 
delay in reaching Conference, was read. The President called I. Inanuma 
to the chair, and proceeded to read his annual Report. The report was, 
by motion, referred to the proper committee-The Standing District 
Committee. The President again took the chair. 

The Ministerial roll was called the second time. Pastors and Evange” 
lists presented their annual reports. The Program Committee made its 
report. By motion, the Program was changed to extend the time from 
4..00 to 5.00, and from: 7.00 to 9.00, P.M., for the first day's sess1on. 

Fraternal delegates from the United Brethren Church, Rev. T. 
Ishigura, and Rev. S. . Kikuta were invited to honorary seats in the 
Conference. N. Tamura, representing the Christians of Okitsn, invited 
the Conference for a trip of sight seeing to Okitsu on Saturday after- 
noon. President read a partial report of the Standing Committees. 

Fraternal Delegates from the United Brethren Church were in- 
troduced to and addressed the Conference. M. Ohgimi was requested 
by the Chair to respond to these addresses. N. Tamura, pastor of the 
Ejiri church, welcomed the Conference to the city of Ejiri and to the 
Ejiri church. | 

By motion, adjourned until 11.00 A. M. the appointed time for 
Conference Sermon. 

Conference reassembled at 11. 00, A. M. NE Vi et 

The Conference sermon was preached by Rev. I. Inanuma. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Conference convened at 2.00 P.M., with President VanDyke in "Th 
Chair. Mrs. Nakayama, and Miss Suzuki, Bible women of the 
W.F,M.S. were invited to honorary seats in the Conference. 
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Next in order was the election of the officers of Conference. The 
Board's appointment of Dr. E. H. VanDyke, one of the conference's 
nominees for the office of President, as president was announced by the 
English Secretary. By motion, the election of the Japanese Secretary 
and the English secretary was declared in order. Result of Ballotting, 
Japanese Secretary C. Sakai. English Secretary, Leigh Layman. 


The President called M. Ohgimi to the chair. Conference proceeded 
to the election of Confer. nce Steward. ]. Hata was elected. Next in 
order was the election of two nominees for the Presidency. By motion, 
it was decided to elect the nominees one by one. 


Result of the first ballot, of twenty eight votes, Dr. VanDyke 
received, 17. Result of the second ballot, of twenty $ix' votes, I. 
Inanuma received, 14. Election of Standing District Committee, 
resulted in the election _ of Revs. Ohgimi, Inanuma, and I ayman, 


ministerial members. Messrs. Tachikawa, Watanabe, and Sato, Lay 
members, 


Next in order was the election of the Conference member on the 
Advisory Board. of The Yokohama Girl's School. By motion, TI. 
Inanuma, the present member on the Board, was reelected. 


The Conference members on the Boards of Directors of the 
Yokohama School and the Nagoya College were next voted for. Result 
of the ballot was that I. Inanuma and M. Ohgimi were elccted. 


The lay member on the Ministerial Educational Committee, for the 
term of five years, was elected, K. Kimura, being elected. 


The President then announced the death of Mr. K. Kawanami, one 
of the oldest members of the Methodist Protestant Church in Japan. 
Conference suspended business for a short time and engaged in praver for 
the bereaved family and relatives. Rev. Tsugawa, a relation of the 
family, was granted leave of absence for one day. The chair declared 
the election of the Stationing Committee the next in order. Result of 
the ballot was that I. Inanuma, was elected as the Ministerial member, 
and U. Tachikawa, as the Lay member. 


Two representatives on the Federated Churches were then elected 


I. Inanuma, and T. Nakamura. The President then read the completed 
list of the Standing Committees. 


Adjourned until 7.00, P.M. doxology, and benediction by Rev. 
Ishigura, fraternal delegate of the United Brethren church. 
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EVENING SESSION. 


Conference convened at 7.00 P.M. President in the chair. The 


order of the day was stated to be the consideration of the Conference 


rules. By motion, these rules were considered item by item. 


(These rule were discussed, amended and approved. About one 
half of the report was finished by 9.00 P.M., at which time the 
conference adjourned. J) 


FRIDAY MORNING SESSION. APRIL 4TH. 


Conference opened with the usnal devotional exereises of thirty 
minutes, Leigh Layman having charge of the services. 

Reading of the Japanese minutes. Adopted as read. Reading of 
the English minutes dispensed with. Report of Com. on Religious 
Services made its report. Report adopted. Report on Credentials 
adopted. By unanimous consent, Dr. C. E. Wilbur was invited to an 
honorary s8eat in the Conference. At his request, the Japanese 
Secretary, was permitted to select an assistant. Y. Akaishi, was 
Selected. Report of the Management of the Conference paper the 
No-no-Koe, was read and adopted. 

Dr. C. E. Wilbur, Editor of the Sunday School publications of the 
M.P. Church, Publicity Agent of the Heinz Commission to the World's 
Sunday School convention at Zurich, and Fraternal Messenger from the 
Board of Foreign Missions, to the Japan Annual Conference, was 
introduced to and addressed the Conference. Dr. Wilbur's greeting was 
in his most happy strain. In addition to his greeting from the home 
churches and from the Board, Dr. Wilbur greatly stirred the Conference 
with the presentation of the thought that we as a conference and as 


individuals, were debtors to all those around us who are without those " 


Spiritual blessings with which God has so bountifully filled our lives. 
The Conference was much inspired with the presence and message of Dr. 
Wilbur. At the Request of the President, Rev. M. Ohgimi, reaponged, 
in English, to the greeting of Dr. Wilbur. 


A resolution, requesting the Board of Foreign Missions to return 


Rev. Fred Perry, D.D., to the Mission field was read, and unanimously 
adopted. A committee appointed to determine the duties of Conferenee 
Steward, made its report. |

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Committee on Fraternal Relations. The President appointed the 
committee on Assessments, Committee consisted of K. Kimura, ].

K. Kawanami was appointed by the President. Committee, S. 
Koizumi, and Committee on Fraternal Relations. 
By motion, Conference adjourned until 2.00 P.M.

Conference Convened at 2.00, P.M., Dr. VanDyke presiding. A

Fraternal Delegate from the Evangelical Association in Japan was 
invited to an honorary seat in the Conference. 

By motion, the Board of Directors of the Conference paper-No-no- 
Koe, was reduced from seyen to five. These directors was then elected. 
The result of the Ballot was that I. Inanuma, ]. Mizuno, S. Koizumi, 
S. Wada, M. Kondo were elected. The Committee on Condolence made 
its report, and was accepted, with the instruction that the Secre- 
tary forward a copy of the s8ame to the family of the later K. 
Kawanami. Report of Committee on Sabbath Observance was read 
and adopted. 

Fraternal Delegate from the Evangelical Association, Rev. S.

SATURDAY MORNING SESSION. APRIL 8TH. 


Conference opened with the usual devotional exercises, K. Kimura, 
leading. At 9.30, the President called the conference for the usual 
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business. The Japanese minutes -of preyious day's session were read, 
corrected and approved. The reading of the English minutes dispensed 
with. The chair was requested to secure from the Conference a state- 
ment of the meaning of the action of yesterday, in doing away with the 


reading of the English minutes. The conference expressed itself as 


interpreting the motion as meaning to do away with the reading 
for all the s8ession. The Motion was reconsidered. The mover of the 
motion stated that he meant the motion for that day only, and hoped 
that the conference would s0 understand, and act upon the question 
at cach session, as to whether or not the minutes should be read.

After further discussion, 
by request of certain members, it was with drawn, for verbal correction. 

Report of Committee on Conference was read and adopted. Report 


of Committee on Official Character read and adopted. By motion, said 


report was reconsidered. By motion, said report was considered item 
by item. Items one and two approved. Three, four and five were 
recommitted. The President called S. Wada to the Chair. The Presi- 
dent resumed the Chair. A motion to increase the conference assessment 


from 22% to 25% was made, but by motion, was laid on the table 


until the Committee on Ass8essments shonld make its report. A telegram 
from the Japan Sunday School Association was read before the Con-. 
ference. The telegram was, ** The prayers of the Convention are on 


your Conference.” 
By motion, the pastors were instructed to make a brief statement 


* of the condition of their work, other than that contained in their 
' written reports. This reporting to Conference to be not longer than 
five minutes, and to follow the elections of officers. By motion, the 


Program Committee was instructed to arrange for the pulpit services 
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before Conference time, the same to be reported ir the Conference Paper, 
the No-no-K oe. ; 

A resolution regulating probationary membership to. Conference 
was referred to the Faculty of Instruction. By motion, 7.30, P.M., 
was made the order of the day for the consideration of the remainder of 
the New Rules of Conference. 

Adjourned with Benediction. 


EVENING SESSION. SATURDAY. 


Conference convened at 7.30, P.M. President in the chair. 
(The entire evening was taken up with the consideration of the 
rules.) 


SABBATH SERVICES. 


The entire Conference assemhled in the Conference church sabbath 
morning, at 10.00 o'clock. The Services were in charge of the Pastor 
of the Church, Rev. N., Tamura. The Serman was preached by Rev. C. 
Sakai, pastor of Yokkaichi church. By order of conference, the Com- 
munion services were to have been held after this service, but owing to 
some misunderstanding proper arrangements had not been made. 
Therefore, the Communion Service was postponed until 6.30 P.M. 
After the Communion services, in the evening Rev. Kondo, pastor of 
the College Church, and K. Kimura, Principal of Nagoya Middle School 
delivered sermons. 


MONDAY MORNING SESSION. 


Conference opened with the usual demotional services, S. Koizumi 
leading. Conference business began at the usual hour, 9.30, President 
VanDyke presiding. 

Reading of the Japanese minutes. Corrected and approved. By 
motion, the reading of the English minutes dispensed with. 

Committee appointed to revise and report upon the amount of 
expenses to be allowed to members of Conference, attending the 
annual session, made its report, Report was adopted. | 

A visitor from the Shidzuoka Japan Methodist church was invited 
to an honorary seat in the conference.

A motion was made that the Conference request the Mission to 
continue its donation of eight yen per month toward the expenses of 
maintaining the Conference paper, No-no-Koe. The motion was carried 


with the understanding that some arrangements would be made 


whereby the Mission might receive 8ome copies of the paper, without 
further charge, to be used as tracts. 

The Visitor from the Shidzuoka Japan Methodist Church, was in- 
troduced to and addressed the conference. At the request of the'Chair, 
T. Mizuno responded to the address. 

By motion it was order that a list of all the resolutions and 
motions operative during the year should be printed in a special place, 
apart from the minutes. Another motion was made that all such 
actions of conference should be from year to year complied and printed 
in a special place in the Official Minutes. Rev. Y. Tsugawa, represent- 
ing the family of the late K. Kawanami, made a statement of the 
appreciation of the family for the Resolutions of Condolence as passed 
by the Conference. 

Report of Committee on Statistics was presented. By motion, 
totals only were read. My motion, the report was recommitted and 
the Committee on Official Character was added to the Committee. 
The resolution of last year which determined the seating of Conference 
members was repealed. 


Adjourned until 2.00 P.M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. MONDAY. 


Conference convened at the appointed time, 2, P.M. Dr. VanDyke in 
the Chair.

The Conference called upon Rev. E. 1. Obee, our representative to 
the late General Conference, to address the Conference, and report. 

By motion, two names were added to the Committee on New 
Conference rules, with instructions to examine the remainder of the rules 
not acted upon at this session, and to have the eame printed with the 
rest in the Minutes. Chair appointed L. Layman, and U. Tachikawa, 
By motion, the question was reconsidered. By motion, the conference

Since last we met in annual session, in common with the whole 
nation, we have had great heaviness and £orrow of heart thur the 
passing of the great and greatly beloved. Emperor Meiji. This was not 
a national berievement only ; it was international and worldwide : and. 
history is sure to give to Meiji Tenno a place among the greatest of 
earthly. Sovereigns, both on account of what hes was and what he 
accomplished. 


While we deeply mourn 80 great a loss, we nevertheless bow in 
humble submission to the Providence of God and in hope penetrate the 
overhanging darkness ** while we look not on the things which are seen, 
but on the things which are not seen; for the things which are seen are 
temporal ; but the things which are not seen are eternal.”

All were given a cordial reception and made 
to feel anew the joyous thrill of christian fellowship that moved the 
heart of David when he sang, © Behold, how good and how pleasant it is 
for brethren to dwell in unity. It is like the precious pointment upon 
the head, that ran down upon the beard, even Aaron's beard, that went 
down to the skirts of his garments ; as” the dew of ' Hermon, and as the 
dew that descended upon the mountains of Zion.”” 


CHURCH ORGANIZATION. 


It is with a feeling of peculiar pleasure that I chronicle the organiza- 
tion of the Ejiri Methodist Protestant Church, which was effected in 
regular order on the 2nd of March, 1913, with fifty two members ; 40 
full and 12 probation : most of whom have been gathered in during the 
last two or three years, while nearly half have come in during the year 
now closing. Suck a result in 80 short a time represents-not only 
earnest and well directed energy, but is a vivid demonstration of the 
strategic value of a good equipment. It is just as difficult to-day to 
* make brick without straw ”” as in the days of Israel's bondage in 
Egypt. Oh, that the spirit of Gaven Spence, that made this equipment 
possible, might fall upon other churches provoking them to emulate this 
Newark Church, and with them share the richer harvest of larger 


giving. 
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COMPARATIVE STATISTICS. 

Comparative statistics like comparative religions make a very 
interesting study. Thirteen years ago, or at the beginning of the new 
century, we had a total membership (including probationers) of 469. 
Four years later, in 1904, we had a total membe1ship of 494, or a gain 
of 25% for the quadrennium. At the end of the following four years in 
1908 we had a total membership of 1037, or a gain of 637. Four 
years later still, in 1912. we had a total membership of 1470, or a gaif 
for the quadrennium of 433. 

So far, these figures are quite encouraging as they chow a healthy 
growth in membership. Let us now, for a moment, louk at the 
financial aspect of these same periods. In our statistical tables of 1900 
it is shown that a total membership of 469 contributed for all purposes 
the s8um of Yen 998-71; or Yen 2.15 per member. The tables of 1904 
Show that a total membership of 494 contributed for all purposes 
Yen 1476-04, or Yen 2.91 per member. In 1908 a total membership of 
1037 contributed for all purposes Yen 2284-51, or Yen 2.20 per member. 
Four years later, in 1912, a total membership of 1470 contributed for 
all purposes Yen 3541.70, or Yen 2.43 per member. 

In other words, during the first four year perivd of the century .an 
increase of 25 in the membership gave an increase in contributions of 
Yen 477-83, or Yen 17-51 per new member ; while under the last four 
year period under review, an increase of 433 in membership gave an 
Increase of yen 1256-19, or Yen 2.90 per new member. Seeing that per 
capital the contributions of the last year were only Yen 2.43, while 
eight years ago it was Yen 2.91, these hgyres furnish material for 
reflection. 

In this connection, it is interesting to  observe that the per capital 
contributions for all purposes' of the Japan Methodist Church one year 
ago was Yen 6.72: that of the Congregational church Yen 5-85 : that of 
the Presbyterian Church Yen 4.92: that of the Baptist church Yen 2.82 : 
Methodist Protestant Church Yen 2.42. That the Anglican Church 
and some of the 8maller bodies have a lower place in the scale than we 
1s not sutfficient for our consolation. Let us strive to equal the best. Is 
there not room for an educational campaign on giving ? 


CHURCH UNION. 


As is doubtless known to you all, negotiations for union between 


the Methodist Protestant and United Brethr en Churches are now in 
progress in America. 
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It is also intimated that the Evangelical Association and the United 
Evangelical Churches might join in this union movement. Should this 
be effected it would give as an American constituency of about one 


million members, and here in Japan, a membership of nearly four 


thousand. 

That such a union is desirable 8eems to be the general consensus of 
opinion, but whether or not it can be consumated remains yet to be seen. 
In its present stage the question is not before us for official action. 
There seems, therefore, to be little that we can do save to be much in 
prayer that the power of God may prevail in all the counsels of men. 
As we await the is8ve let us continue with renewed zeal to push 
forward the work committed to our hands; and may God's blessing be 
upon us richly.

SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


Your committee desires to make the following report. 

1. It has given us great pleasure to welcome Rev. C. E. Wilbur, 
D.D., to our Annual Conference. His relation to the Sabbath Schools 
of the Methodist Protest Church enabled him to give us much informa- 
tion about our own Sabbath School work, and the work in general. 

Dr. Wilbur comes to Japan, associated with the Heinz World 
Sabbath School Commission, and his address to our. conference will 
stimulate our work as it never has been before. 

2. At present there is a great lack of unity in the Sabbath school 
work in Japan, and a great lack in marked efforts for a definite 
education result in the work. Lack of method, lack of means. Proper 
text books, and trained teachers are the great needs. We recommend 
that the text books published by the Sunday School association be used 
in all our schools. 

3. The Sabbath School is not only the place for the teaching of 
children, but adults should be formed into classes for instruction in the 
Bible, and the strengthening of their faith. We urge all School to 
endeavor to interest the adults of the church and neighborhood 1 in the 


Sabbath School.

3. By the report of S. Otsuka, the pastor of Handa church, 
we understand that the members of that church number only 15 and 
that the assessment for pastors salary is 24.00 yen, but that they have 
not paid any part of it. 

The Handa church is passing through a great trouble, and we hope 
that the pastor will exert himself to the utmost to help this church into 
a better condition. 

4. By the report of ]. Hata, pastor of Asakusa church, Tokio, 
we see that the number of members last year was 86 and that 
the number this year ts 35, a loss of 51 members in one year, or a loss 
of60%. It shows that the pastor is in difficult cireumstances, We 
Sincerely hope that the blessing of God may be with him in his 
endeavor to place this church upon a sound footing. 

5, K. Igawa presented his resignation, using his own convenience, 
and left his appointment without permission, engaging in another 
work. We deem such an act by one called to the ministry as a great 


breech of trust. We recommend that his name be stricken from the 
roll of Conference.

FIRST DAY—TULEsDAY. 


Nagoya, March 14th 1916. 
The Twenty-Fifth Annual Session of the Japan Mission Conference 
convened in the First Church, Nagoya, on March 14th, at 9.00 a.m. 
President VanDyke called the Conference to order and opened the session 
with the devotional exerciges. Hymn 245 was 8ung. The President 
read the forth Chapter of I. Peter, and offered prayer. 
Conference roll was called, fifteen, elders, nine preachers and nine 


laymen responding to their Names. In the elder's roll, S. Minagaki, 


Leigh Layman and ]. Fujii were absent, and in the lay roll, the delegates 
from Azabu Church, Tokyo, the Second and Third Church, Nagorva, 
and Yokkaichi Church were not present. 

The President called M. Ohgimi to the chair and then read his 
Annual Report. By motion, the report was referred to the committee— 
The Standing District Committee. The President resumed the Chair. 
K. Kimura, the delegate from Nagoya II. was announced as being pre- 
sent at the Conference. The Ministerial Roll was called the second time, 
and the pastors presented their reports to the Secretary. At this time, 
the report (a letter) from J. Fujii, absent in America, was read. 

Program Committee made its report, which with the following 
alteration, was adopted. By motion it was decided that in place of the 
laymen's meeting to be held on March 15th at 7.00 p.m. according to 
the Program, there should be held an Anniversary meeting, to be 
participated in by both pastors and delegates, to commemorate the 
completion of twenty five years of Conference work. 

By motion, the bar of the house was fixed to include the first eight 
rows of seats. Recommendations from quarterly meetings for student 
evangelists were read as follows :—]. Fukuyama, S. Hashimoto, G. Sugi- 
ura and $. Tsugawa. By motion, 'these were referred to the Ministerial 


_ Educational Committee. The following Mission Chapels were recom- 
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mended to become Charches and to be received into Conference relation, 
—Hiratsuka, Kamhara, and Tokyo Blind. By motion, these recom- 
mendations were referred to a committee for investigation. The Prest- 
dent appointed J. Hata, S. Wada, and Y. Tsugawa for the committee. 

By motion, the name of the South Church was changed to that of 
the Third Church, Nagoya. The Secretary read the mvitation tendered 
by our Nagoya College, to attend the Commencement on March 15th 
at 2.00 p.m. By motion it was accepted and decided to have all the 
members attend. The invitation of our Nagoya Churches, to dinner 
at the Kakiwa Kindergarten at noon, of the 15th, was accepted with 
thanks. Upon Motion, the Session adjourned until 11.00 a.m. the time 
of Conference Sermon. 


CONFERENCE SERMON. 


The conference reassembled. at 11.00 a.m., and ]. Mizuno led the 
meeting. After Songs, Prayer, and. Scripture reading, Rev. K. Odake 
preached a most impressive sermon from Joln 15.18. ** The heart of the 
Holy One ” was. the subject of his sermon. The President pronounced 
the benediction. | 


AFTERNOON. 


The Conference assembled at 2 o'clock with the President in the 
Chair. M. Takeyasu, the delegate from the First Church, Yokohama, 
and E. Nakamura, the delegate from Azabu Church, Tokyo were an- 
nounced as having arrived at the Conference. 

Election of two nominees for President of the next conference year 
was had. By motion, it was decided to elect one at a time. The first 
ballot resulted in the election of Rev. B. H. VanDyke, he receiving 15 
votes out of a total of 25. The second ballot resulted in the election of 
Rev. I. Inanuma, he receiving 15 votes out of a total of 25. 

A communication from the Mission was read as fallow :— 

Nagoya, March 14th, 1916. 
To the Twenty-Fiſth Session of the Japanese Mission Conference of the 
-—I& > Church. 
Dear Brethren :— 

The Mission takes pleasure in announcing to you that the Board of 

Foreign Missions has appointed Rev. 'I. Inanuma, President' of the Con- 
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ference for the ensuing year, to *'f enter upon the duties of President at 
the Conference session March 14th, 1916, at the time of the regular 
election when the officers take their places.” 
Respectfully,

The retiring President -then handed over the gavel to the new 
President, and left the chair. Rev. I. Inanuma, the new president having 
the consent of the Conference, made an address on taking up: the post. 
By motion, M. Ohgimi gave words of thanks to Dr. VanDyke represent- 
ing the Conference. By notice of the President, all the members of the 
Conference stood up to show their respect for the retired President. 

The election of the remaining officers was had. The Secretaries 
were to be elected first. By motion, English Secretary, a Japanese 
Secretary and the assistant of the latter were to be elected by a majority. 
It resulted as follows :—

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Upon motion the session was prolonged until the appointments. of 
the Standing Committees and the verbal reports of the pastors should 
be over.

nounced by the President with the exception of common Otheial 
Character. 


By motion, it was decided that President Inanuma should represent 
the Conference at onr Nagoya College Commencement and make an 
address. 
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Bach of the pastors was called upon to give a short verbal report 
of the year's work. The reports were, as' a whole, full of hope and 
thanksgivings. The Session then closed for the day with benediction of 
Rev. M.. Ohgimi and all were required to be present at the Evening 
meeting. | 


EVENING. 


According to the Conference Program, this evening was devoted to 
a Conference for the free lecture meeting. ' After a devotional service led 
by Mr. M. Kondo, Dr. VanDyke spoke on * the status of Probationary 


, 


members of Conference.” Upon the subject, s8everal questions were 
raised and concluded with the resolution in which all preachers should 
have 'a. license from the quarterly meetings, until the time of their 
ordination. 

The next subject for discussion was * The Karafuto Mission Project.”” 
Rev. N. Tamura $spoke on the subject from his exact knowledge gained 
by his inspection in the last Summer. The most lively and earnest 
discusslons were hrought forth and it was decided at last to refer to the 


committee for further investigation. 


SECOND DAY— WEDNESDAY. 


The Conference was opened at 8.30 a.m. with the devotional service 
led by E. I. Obee. | 

The President called the Conference to order for business at 9.00 
a.m. Minutes cf Yesterday were read and after s0me minor conneetions 
were approved. 

Dr. E. H. VanDyke announced that, he would be absent from the 
Conference until noon. The Prexsident called M. Ohgimi to the chair and 
noticed the yesterday's record concerning the election of two nominees 
for the President After discussion, that part of the record was corrected. 

The President appointed the committee on official character. By 
motion it was decided to include laymen to the committee. The appoint- 
ment was corrected and adopted. The report of the Committee on 
Church Organizations came up for discussion. There was an objection, 
according to rule on recognizing the Tokyo Blind. By-+motion the 
report was referred again to the committee with an addition of two 
more members. Mrs Co | 
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K. Kakinuma, the delegate from Handa, upon his request, was ex- 
cused from further attendance, M. Kasagi, the sub-delegate from 
Handa announced his presence at the Conference, taking the place of the 
former, The report of the committee on the credentials was presented 
and adopted. The report of the Standing District Committee was read 
and the same was adopted. The Conference Steward's report was pre- 
sented and it was decided to refer it to the auditing committee before 
adoption. Upon motion, two auditors were appointed by the President, 
as follows: -E. Nakamura, K. Kimura. The Committee on Sabbath 
Schools read its report and the same was recommmitted. 

Rev. K. Tezuka, fraternal delegate from the Evangelical Association, 
was introduced and addressed the Conference. By motion, T. Imada 
was requested to respond to the address and the brother was invited to 
an honorary seat in the Conference. The report on Boundaries was 
read and adopted. The report of the National Evangelistic Fund was 
presented. Some objection was raised concerning the question of assess- 
ment on Mission Chapels, and it was recommitted to the committee. 
By motion the President appointed four members as substitutes, and 
additions to the Committee on Karafuto Mission Project, as follows :— 

N. Tamura, E. I. Obee, S. Kato, and T. Koike. The election of two 
members for the Stationing Committee was had. The ballot resulted in 
the election of E. H. VanDyke and K. Kimura. 

A moticn prevailed that we have the Conference Photo. taken in 
commemoration of the Twenty-Fifth Anniversary. The President ap- 
pointed T. Koizumi and U.- Okui for that Committee. At 11.45 a.m. 


Conference adjourned to have dinner as per invitation of our Nagoya 


Churches and to attend the College Commencement at 2.00 p.m. 


AFTERNOON 


The Session convened at 4.00 p.m. By motion the Session was 
prolonged uutil the committees on ministerial education, the National 
Evangelistic Fund, the Advisory Board, and the directors from the Con 
ference to the Mission Schools were elected. 

Ballot for two members of the Minieterial Educational Committee 
resulted in the election of E, H. VanDyke (5 years) and N. Tamura 
(1 year). $S. Wada and ]. Hata were reelected as Trensurers to collect 
the Conference as8essment for the National Evangelistic Campaign. TI, 
Inanuma and M. Ohgimi were recleeted' as Directors from the'Conference 
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on the Board of Directors of Nagoya College, Yokohama School and 
Tokyo Blind School. K. Odake- was elected to serve on the Advisory 
Board of Yokohama Girl's School. 

The hour for adjournment having arrived, business was closed for 
the day. . At this time, T. Tanaka delivered a message of respect from 
the American Bible Soctety in Yokohama. The Conference accepted it 
thanks. Then the benedietion was had by Rev. ]. Hata. 


EVENING. 


The Memorial Service of the Twenty-Fifth Aniversary was a grand 
SUCCESS. Opened at 7.00, after song, prayer and Scripture reading, the 
most impressive addresses were given by several of the Japanese brethren. 
The characteristics of our M. P. Church, a sense of responsibility. with 
faith, hope and courage were. much in evidence. To make s8uch ,an 
inspired air of the congregation lasting, a manifesto was drafted and 
read as follows :—

The morning devotional Service was in charge of S. Takahashi and 
at 9.00 a.m. with the President in the chair, the Conference opened its 
business session. The minutes were then read and upon correction, 


adopted. 


The financial report of the Conference Paper was read and the same 
was referred to the auditing committee and then adopted. The Com- 
mittee on the National Evangelistic Fund read its report and the same 
was adopted. The partial report on Official Character was: presented 
and adopted. The report on Church Federation was read and adopted. 
A letter was read from Rev. S. Minagaki stating that on account of ill- 
ness he would not be able to attend this Conference Session. It was 
moved and carried that a letter of 8ympathy be sent him. By motion 
it was decided that the assessment of the National Evangelistic Fund 
Should be investigated by the Committee on the Conference Fund. By 
motion Conference adjourned till 11.00 for meetings of Committees. 


At 11.00 Conference again came to order. E. Ito the delegate from 
Yokkaichi was announced, as having arrived at the Conference. The 
Committee on Itinerancy and Orders asked to be excused from Con- 
ference for their meeting. 


Miss Dawson and Miss Williams, our lady missionaries were intro- 
duced to the Conference and were given honorary seats in the Conference. 


The financial report of the Karafuto Mission Project was presented. 
Upon motion it was referred to the auditors and then adopted. The 
Committee on Church Organization read its report and the same was 
adopted. By motion the report on Boundaries that vas once adopted, 
came up for discussion again. On motion it was recommitted to the 
committee. The report on Sabbaths Schools was presented again. After 
muth debate, it was finally adopted. The report on Boundaries was 
read and adopted. 


Z. Matsnyama, the steward of the Kambara Church was introduced 
and allowed to address the Conference, Ballot for members to act on 
the committee of Church Federation rexulted in the election of I. Inanuma, 
M. Oltgimi, and E. Nakamura. 


Conference adjourned till. 2.00 p.m. - 
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AFTERNOON. 


The session convened on time. The Committee on Official Character 
asked to be excused from the Conference hecause of their meeting. The 
Committee on the Historical Record read its report and the same was 
adopted. By motion a Memorial Evangelistic Committee was appoint- 
ed to devise a good plan of procedure and to report to the Conference. 
Y. Koizumi, K. Kimura, and E. Nakamura were named as the committee; 

The Committee. on Statistics presented its report .(statistie. table) 
and the same was adopted. Upon motion the committees of last year 
on Church Union and on the World-wide Evangelization in Japan were 
elected to serve for the present year. By motion five members on the 
Editional Staff of the Conference Paper were elected. Ballot resulted 
in the election of C. Sakai, ]. Mizuno, T. Imada, I. Inanuma, and V. 
Akaishi. 
At 3.55 Conference adjourned: for the day. 


EVENING. 


This evening was set apart for the first Campaign of the Memorial 
Evangelistic Movement, held at our First Church. The street meeting 
was had by the Conference members with the purpose' of inviting the 
people into the Church, and our Conference Quartett helped the meeting 
with their inspiring songs. President Inanuma and Rev. Akaishi preach- 
ed most impressive Sermons. The Church was well filled and six en- 
quirers were enrolled. 


FOURTH DAY—FRipavy. 


___ At 8.30 a.m. the Conference met in devotional service conducted by 
M. Saito. The President - called the session to order at 9.10. The 
minutes were read and adopted. The Ministerial Educational Committee 
asked to be excused from the Conference, because of their meeting. Upon 
Motion the husiness session was adjourned for committee work, till 
10.00 a.m. 

__ Conference reassemhled at 10.00. A telegram of congratulations 
from the Federated Churches was read. The Faculty of Instruction read 
its report and the same was adopted. The report' on the Memorial 
Evangelistic movement was presented and adopted. In accordance with 
the requirment of that report, the President appointed three members 
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for the executive committee for the ensuing year as follows :—J. Mizuno, 
Y. Koizumi, and K. Kimura. 


The Committee on Karafuto Miss1on Project read its report and the 
same was adopted.

By motion it was decided to adopt the resolutions of the conference

AFTERNOON. 


The President called the Conference to order at 2.00 p.m. By 
motion the Conference Session was adjourned for a time and the Election 
of delegates to the General Conference took place.

ried out according to the Discipline. 

The Session was called to order again. Upon motion it was decid- 
ed that the Conference Steward should pay Y.50 per meal to those mem- 
bers out of the city, owing to the delay of proceedings.

The hrother was 
invited to an honorary seat in the Conference and S. Sakaino responded 
to the address. 

Upon motion Conference adjourned until 4.40 p.m. for meeting of 
Committees. 

The Conference reassembled at the appointed hour. The report on 
the assessment of the conference Fund was presented and adopted. 
Professor K. Kimura, the Principal of our Nagoya College addressed the 
Conference expressing his hearty gratitude for the good will shown by 
the Conference at the Commencement exercises. Evangelist T. Hiraga 
was called to the front of the Conference and was - reproved by the 
President as per Conference action. 

By motion the thanks of the Conference were expressed to our 
Nagoya Churches for their kind entertainment during Conference.

The Conference adjourned with song and silent prayer.

To the Japan Annual Conference, Dear Brethren :— 

In presenting this my last presidential report I can salute you in no 
more touching and appropriate words than those of Holy Writ; and not 
to you alone do I address this salutation, but thra you I desire to 
salute-in like-manner this whole body of believers, who with us have 
attained like precious faith, and over whom the Great Shepherd hath 
appointed us under shepherds. * Grac: be unto you, and peace, from 
our Father, and from the Lord Jesns Christ. I thank my God always 
on Jour behalf, ſor the grace of God which is given you by Jesus Christ ; 


that in every thing ye are enriched by him, in all ntterance, and in all 


knowledge; even as the testimony of Christ was confirmed in you : 80 
that ye come behind in no gift, waiting for the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ : who shall also confirm you unto the end, that ye may be 
blamele>s in the day of our Lord Jesus Christ. Now I beseech you, 
brethren, (and children) by the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye 
all speak the same thing, and that there be no divisions among you ; but 
that ye be perfectly joined together in the same mind and in the same 
judgement. Quench not the Spirit. And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly ; and I pray God your whole spirit and soul and body be 
preserved blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. Faithful 
is He that calleth you, who also will do it.”

In the Master's eschatological discourse recorded in the 24th of 
Matt., we are told that as a prelude to the approaching end of the © eon ” 
or age—commonly spoken of as the Gospel age—there shall be ** wars and 
rumours of wars.” Yet we are immediately warned, ** see that ye be 
not troubled.” Never since these words were uttered by the master 


| have they been 80 strikingly fulfilled as at this present time. The present 


world-condition in unparalled in history. Never were there 80 many 
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'**8aying Peace, peace; when there 18 no peace,”” Never were peace $0cle- 
ties 80 many or $0 active, and yet the horrors and ravages of war conti- 
nue. Jew against Jew; Christian against Christian; brother against 
brother; © Nation against nation, and kingdom against kingdom.” 
What the present carnage, strife, and distress of the nations portend, 
relative to the further shaping of human destiny, may be variously inter- 
preted; yet to those of spiritual vision, who having eyes to see ; 
there seems to: be a consensus of conviction that whatever else may be 
impending, the long predicted end of this Gospel dispensation is rapidly 
approaching, and that the near future is heavy with omnious unfoldings. 
It therefore behooves us to exercise every diligence to **f make our calling 
and election sure,” and to © gird up the loins of our mind, be sober, 1nd 
hope to the end of the grace that is to be brought unto us at the revela- 
tion of Jesus Christ ;”” being © not conformed to this world, put trans- 
formed by the renewing of our minds, that we may prove what is that 
good and acceptable and perfect will of God.” Knowing this, that *'* the 
Lord is not slack concerning His promise, as some men count slackness, 
but is long-suffering to,usward, not willing that any should perish, but 
that all should come to repentance.” 


THE CORONATION. 


Since last we assembled a vast and epoch making event has taken 
place, and one which drew the attention and called forth the congratula- 
tions of the whole civilized world. The Coronation, or ascension to the 
throne, of His Imperial Majesty Yoshihito, the 122 Emperor in unbroken 
line, was a national event of crowning importance; and one in which we 
individually fully shared in the common rejoicing, tho as Christians we 
might have wished some of the ceremonies to have been different. Speaking 
now for the conference, I am sure 1 vozce the sentiment. of our hearts 
when I s8ay, We wish for His Majesty a long and glorious reign ; and we 
pledge to that end our prayers and best endeavor. 


FRATERNAL DELEGATES. 


Rev. I. Inanuma was duly appointed fraternal delegate to the third 
General Conference of the Japan Methodist Church: which convened 'in 
Tokyo Oct. 1915, and was accorded a very cordial reception: 
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This conference, according to the action of our last session, has con- 
vened in advance of those bodies with whom it is our custom to ex- 
change annually fraternal delegates, and therefore no such appointments 
have yet been called for. 


CHURCH UNION. 


Since we last met, the situation regarding the negotiations for union 
between the Methodist Protestant and United Brethren Church m Ame- 
rica has considerably changed. The official position of the Methodist 
Protestant Church it is true, is just the same as it was a year ago; but 
those officially representing the United Brethern Church, deeming it 
unwise at present to submit the question for a final vote of their local 
churches, (which act is required by the law of the church and was 
authorized by their last General Conference) and having declared their 
determination not to do s0 until further consideration could be given 
the whole question at the next s8ession of their General Conference, all 
proceedings have been stayed, temporarily at least; and there seems to 
be a general apprehension that the whole movement has collapsed. For 
this reason chiefly, the United Brethren Conference in Japan request- 
ed of us to he allowed to withdraw from the agreement, mutually en- 
tered into a year ago, to meet at the same time and place this year with 
us for the purpose of further strengthening the honds of friendship and 
union. In view of the circumstances, tho with deep regret, their request 
was concurred in; and because there was not then time, according to 
our disciplinary rule, to make a change in the date of our assembling, 
the original date-agreed upon was adhered to. 


CHURCH ORGANIZATIONS 


The Hiratsuka Mission, having reached tle status required by con- 
ference regulations for a full church organization, was formally organiz- 
ed into the Hiratsuka Church on the 19th of February 1916 with Thirty- 
seven members, and was duly recognized as such by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of the Yokohoma Second Church on the 27th of the same month. 
It is their purpose to send their first delegate to this session. 

On the 27th day of February 1916. a Methodist Protestant Church 
for the Blind was organized in connection with the Tokyo. Blind School 


with 35 members, all blind, with others-yet to join. Among.theee is one 
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Russian man and one Formosan woman. By resolution they decided 
to apply to this conference for admission.. They have been duly recog- 
nized by the Koishikawa Quarterly Conference. On March 11th, the 
Kambara Church was organised with 53 members, and duely recognized 
by the Takaoka Quarterly Conference. . This brings the number of fully 
organized churches up to 18. 


MATERIAL GLOWTH. 


Thru the generosity of the Board of Foreign Missions we are able 
to record the following material advance during the present conference 
year. The final purchase of a lot for the Yokkaichi Church and parson- 
age. The purchase of a lot in the residential s2ction of Kitagata for a 
new site for the Yokohama First church and parsonage. The old par- 
sonage has been torn down and is now in the process of reconstruction 
on the new lot. Arrangements have also been made for the removal and 
reconstruction of the present church huilding as soon as the old lot can 


be disposed of. 


NATIONAL EVANGELISTIC CAMPAIGN. 


We are now closing the second of the three years' National Evangel- 
istic Campaign. That those in charge of the shaping and conducting 
of this campaign have dilligently sought to employ the best ways and 
means seems generally accepted. That they have always choosen wise 
methods does not seem to be 80 clear. What the next and final year of 
the campaign will develope it is impossible to predict with certainty. 
That will depend in large measure upon the degree of hearty support and 
cooperation which the movement receives. That large numbers have 
been reached by the Gospel message, and in many places the churches 
have been quickened and strengthened, is beyond disputation. It is very 
easy to criticize a movement like this, and in some quarters there is 
manifest a tinge of disappointment as to the results that have been 
attained, but this does not seem to be the time to enter into judgement 
or a discussion of such matters. One third of the time allotted to this 
. campaign still remains. A great opportunity is yet before ns. With 


united prayer, heart, purpose, and endeavor let us do all in our power 
to press the battle to a glorious conclusion, 
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MEMORIAL REGARDING MARRIAGE. 


About two years ago a joint-commission was appointed, one- half 
by the Executive Committee of the Federation of Japan Churches and 
the other half by the Executive Conimittee of the Federated Misstons of 
Japan, to consider the question of a uniform procedure in the matter of 
reporting marriages to the government registry offices. After careful 
consultation and deliberation this joint-commission drafted a memorial 
which should be first submitted to their respective conferences for 
endorsement, and afterwards to the various cooperating Denominations 
and Missions for authorative action. This course having been followed, 
and both the Conference of Federated Churches and the Conference of 
Federated Missions having unanimously endorsed the petition contained 
in the memorial, the same is now before this body for action. The 
memorial prays that all cooperating Churches and Missions by proper 
enactment make the following the rule of their body touching the ques- 


tion at 1s8sue,- 


i I. Persons to be married shall hand to the officiating clerg gyman, 
prior to the time of the marriage ceremony, the notice of certificate of 
marriage required by the law (Kon-in Todoke) properly executed and 
and ready for presentation. (Persons who have already effected the 
required registratiun, shall present a copy of the official registry to the 
officiating clergyman.) | 

IT. Immediately following the marriage ceremony, the contracting 
parties shall present the notice or certthcate of marriage. to the Registry 
Office. In effecting this registry, one of the two witnesses required . hy 
law shonld be the officiating clergyman. When because of distance or 
for any other reason it becomes impossible for the acting clergyman to 
thus witness at the registration, the contracting parties shall :prompts 
ly notify him that the registration has: taker place.” 


A LESSON FROM STATISTICS... 


Eight years ago, the combined memhership of those places now 


wi.hin the jurisdiction of the Conference, including probationers, was 


940. Of these, 187 were-in Tokyo District, 276 in Yokohama District, 
232 in Shizuoka District, and 245 in Nagoya: District. Four-years ago, 
at the time of the reorganization of the Conference, the combined mem- 


bership of these same places, including j robationers, was 1097: 1 At 
present, the combined membership of these same places, including; -pro 
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bationers, is 1288. Of these, 231 arein Tokyo District, 384 in Yoko- 
hama District, 316 in Shizuoka District, and 357 in Nagoya District. 

The total gain in membership for the quadrennium ending with 
March . 1912 or four years ayo, was 157. The total gain for the 
quadrennium ending with this present month, is 191. 

The total number of baptisims at these same points for the former 
quadrennium was 488. The total number of baptisims at these points 
for the present quadrennium is 440. It is painful to record these facts, 
but facts speak louder than words; and they may yet prove a blessing, 
if by them we are induced to seek the cause and apply the right remedy. 
One thing in this connection I would like to emphasize; it is this,—* Our 
sufficiency 1s of God.” Only as we are in love and charity one with 
another as Christ taught us; only as we are energised, and our faculties 
mobilized and directed hy the passion of love and the indwelling presence 
and power of the Holy Spirit, can we ** bring forth much fruit.” © Herein 
is my Father glorified, that ye hear much fruit; so shall ye be my 
disciples.”
